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NO QUORUM PRESENT 


Democratic Congressmen Linger at Home 


- While the Country Suffers. 
TARIFF RELIEF DELAYED TWO DAYS 


Republicans Succeed in Blocking 
the Wheels of Legislation. 


COL, LESTER FOR BANK TAX REPEAL 


Iron, Sugar and Coal Men Are Talking of 
Combining Against the Wilson Bill. 
Capital Notes and Gossip. 


Washington, January 4.—(Special.)—-The 
house got into another tangle today and ac- 
complished nothing. There was not a demo- 
cratic quorum present, and in consequei'ce 
the republicans again deadlocked the pro- 
ceedings. The trouble was the same as on 
yesterday. Mr. Boutelle again attempted 
to get up his resolution censuring the presi- 
dent. Mr. McMillin raised the question of 
consideration. The republicans refused to 
vote. The democrats could not muster a 
quorum and the house was in consequence 
adjourned. It has become evident that noth- 
ing could be done until the democrats get 
a quorum of their own here. Members have 
been slow in returning from their holiday 
jaunts, but it may be that a quorum will be 
present tomorrow. If that be the case the 
tariff debate will be launched. 

Chairman Wilson, of the ways and means 
committee, will open the general debate in 
a speech explanatory of the bill and in de- 
fense of it. Only a few of the democratic 
members of the committee will speak. They 


- do net desire to consume time. They think 


the most important matter is to bring the 
bill to a vote and pass it. In consequence 
it has been agreed among the democrats 
that but five days shall be allowed for gen- 
eral debate. The plan then is to have two 


weeks for debate under the five minute 


rule and have a final vote on the passage of 
the bill on the 25th of the month. A rule 
providing for this will probably he reported 
to the house by the committee on rules to- 
morrow. \ 

Only a Few Kickers. 

The caucus on the 0ODill_ will be 
held tomorrow night. The Louisiana sugar 
men, some of the Pennsylvania democrats, 
Alabama democrats and a few New Eng- 
land and New York democrats will fight 
certain schedules in the Dill, but it is 
doubtful whether they will be able to mus- 
ter sufficient strength to make any changes 


‘im the schedule of the articles on the free 


list. As there is a very large number of 
democrats opposed to continuing the sugar 
bounty for any length of time, it is barely 
possible that the caucus may vote to re- 
peal the bounty, though this is not by any 
mcans certain: The income tax and inter- 
nal revenue features of the bill meet with 
almost .mnanimous. approval. among the 
democrats. There are, indeed, the fewest 
number ef kickers. Western and southern 
men are enthusiastic over the individual 
income tax arrangement and they believe 
it will go through the house by from twenty 
to thirty’ majority. Men who have made 
a partial poll of the house claim that there 
will not be as many as twenty democrats 
to vote against it. The increased tax on 
whisky, playing cards, cigarettes, etc., also 
mee! ¥ with general approval. The few dem- 
ocraiic representatives in congress who are 
opposed to the imposition of an income tax 
are raising a great howl against it. But 
these men comprise a very small number 
of thw total members of the house. There 
ls hardly a dozen of them. They,have little 
hope of defeating the income tax bill in the 
house, but are bariking on the senate. 
How the Tax Will Work. 

Mr. Whiting, one of the members of the 
Ways and means committee, who is an ar- 
gent advocate of an individual income tax, 


-said today that he was somewhat surprised 


at the opposition. ‘“‘Some resent the pro- 
posed tax,’ said he, “perhaps from misap- 
prehending its provisions. For instance, 
who possessing a real net income above 
all shrinkage of values of $4,000 by paying 
$80 for the support of the government 
will be forced to do injury or injustice 
to his family either in matter of food or 
clothing, especially when this tax is de- 
manded by reason of a change in the law 
which secures cheaper food and clothing, 
and that because of the fact that thous- 
ands of human beings are deprived of 
proper food and healthful clothing even 
when employed. The tax on the earnings 
of corporations is so light as not to prove 
disastrous to the existence of any legitimate 
business. For instance, a stockholder who 
is entitled to a dividend of $100, either from 
interest on a bond or from earnings here- 
tofore derived, will receive from the treas- 
urer a check for $98, the $2 being retained 
and paid to the government. This dividend 
comes from the investment of money in 
enterprises which, in general, contribute 
much less taxation than real estate or land 
investments and is eminently a just source 
of revenue.” 
Iron Men Stand Together. 

At the democratic caucus to be held to- 
morrow night the Alabama and Pennsylva- 
nia men say they are going to stand to- 
gether and make a big fight to take iron 
and coal off the free list. The Louisiana 
men will try to make a combination with 
them in order to protect sugar. It is not 
deemed probable, however, that they will 
succeed in amending the bill. 

Hoar May Never Know. 

Senator Hoar is very much interested in 
the Hawaiian matter and continues to peck 
at the president and Mr. Blount. This 
morning he introduced a resolution in the 
senate calling upon the secretary of the 
treasury for information concerning the sal- 
ary paid to Mr. Blount for services rendered 
as paramount commissioner to the Ha- 
waiian ‘slands. The resolution asks the 
Sum paid to Mr. Blount, the authority for 
such payment and the appropriation from 
which they were drawn. It is not known 
whether the president will reply or not. 
He has the right to refuse to reply to the 
resolution, as there is a sum of money set 
aside for the exclusive use of the president 
in handling secret matters in connection 


_ with the state department. The president 


is not required to make any report of the 
disposition he makes of this sum of money. 
. No Necessity for Bonds. 

Mr. Bland, of Missouri, introduced in the 
house yesterday a bill providing for the 
immediate issue of $55,000,000 of silver cer- 
tificates to supply the treasury with 
money to meet the present deficiency. His 
bill provides that these certificates’ shall 
be based upon the seigniorage of the silver 
bullion now in the treasury. It provides

The Seigniorage of silver in the treasury is 
the property of the government and there 
is no reason why it should not be used to 
meet the expenses of the government. The 
only argument against it seems to be based 
on the fact that it will prevent an issue of 
bonds, and the east wants an issue of 
bonds. The majority of southern and west- 
ern men are, however, opposed to any is- 
sue of bonds, if it can be prevénted, and 
these men will make a strong fight for Mr. 
Bland’s bill. 
Colonel Lester Is an Repealer. 

Colonel Lester, of Georgia, is very much 
interested in the repeal of the 10 per cent 
tax on state banks. He is doing considera- 
ble work on this line and is urging the 
members of the committee on banking and 
currency to make a report. Colonel Les- 
ter will make a speech on the subject when 
the matter comes up before the house. He 
has already made a speech before the com- 
mittee. 

Kope Ellas Withdraws. 

The Kope Elias case, which has caused 
so much trouble between the two North 
Carolina senators, has at last been settled. 
It will be remembered that Kope Elias 
was appointed internal revenue collector for 
the western district of North Carolina Inst 
spring and he assumed the duties of his 
office. When the senate met Senator Vance 
bitterly opposed his confirmation. Senator 
Ransom fought for the confirmation of the 
North Carolinian. The case has been pend- 
ing for along time. Today Mr, Elias wrote 
and sent to the president a letter asking 
him to withdraw his nomination. It is 
probable that the president will de so at 
once, this being the only solution of the 
difficulty. Elias is on personally friendly 
terms with the president and it is probable 
that Mr. Cleveland: will provide for him 
elsewhere; perhaps here in Washington. 
Gossip among North Carolinians is to the 
effect that Mr. M. E. Carter, an <Ashe- 
ville lawyer, will be appointed to succeed 
Elias. 

About Georgians. 

Judge Lawson, of Georgia, received in- 
definite leave of absence from the house 
today on account of sickness in his family. 
Mrs. Lawson has been ill in Eatonton for 
some time, and it is not known when the 
judge will return. He is the only absent 
member of the Georgia delegation.

A SLEEPING FLAGMAN 


Causes a Bad Wreck on the Baffalo, 
Rochester and Pittsburg. 
Warsaw, N. Y., January 4—A freight 
collision on the Buffalo, Rochester and 
Pittsburg railroad at about 2 o’clock this 
morning, resulted in the death of two men 
and serious injury. to another. The first 


gsection of train 33 left this station at’ 1:30 


o’clock a. m. and was to take on some cars 
at Rock Gleh. Ten empty coal cars and. the 
caboose were left on the main track in 
charge of a flagman, who must have gone 
to sleep and failed to set the brakes. The 
cars and caboose, in whieh three men 
were doubtless asleep, came down hill at 
a fearful speed and struck engine % on 
the second section of No. 33, just as it 
was pulling out of. the west end of the 


} yard. The caboose and six coal cars were 


utterly wrecked. The killed were D. J. 
Cashman, of Machias, and William Mor- 
rell, brakeman, residence, Elmira. George 
W. Keifer, the flagman, is badly injured. 
Cashman’s body was found under the 
wreck , Morrell’s on top of the boiler of the 
engine.

AN INSURANCE DECISION 


Which Affects Foreign Companies 
Not Paying State License. 

New Orleans, January 4.—In the eivil dis- 
trict court today Judge Monroe remilered a 
decision important to all interestea in in- 
surance. The suit was entitled “The state 
of Louisiana v. Mason, Smith & Co. The 
defendants in the suit are engaged in buy- 
ing and shipping cotton. They have usually 
within the past few years insured cotton, 
either wholly or in part, in foreign com- 
panies having no agents in and paying no 
taxes to the state of Louisiana. Judge Mon- 
roe holds. that under section 7, of act 150, 
of 1890, which fixes and grades the licénses 
to be paid for the business of. insurance, 
any person or firm residing in the state 
filling up policies and effecting fire or ma- 
rine insurances, did, in fact, consattLute 
themselves the agents of the company in 
which the risk was effected, the defendants 
are entitled to pay licenses the same as lo- 
cal insurance companies. This decision will 
affect many firms in New Orleans, and is 
of widespread interest. The case will be 
appealed to the supreme court. 


To Oppose Breckinridge. 

Lexington, Ky., January 4.—The an- 
nouncement that Hon. Evan Set- 
tle, of Owenton, will enter the race for con- 
gress in the seventh district has caused no 
little talk between the Owens and Breckin- 
ridge men. The -entry of Mr. Settle, howev- 
er, is thought to be worse for Mr. Owens, 
since it will divide the anti-Breckinride men 
and Mr. Breckinridge will still retain thé 
men who have already made up their minds 
.to stand by him. Both Breckinridge and 
Owens are actively canvassing, Owens be- 
ing in the city today advising with his lead- 
ers, Messrs. Hooker, Means and Pake.

Ur. Holman Calls One to Consider the 
Tariff Bill. 


COMMITTEEMEN DID NOT SIGN 


Wilson’s Associates, However, Say 
They Have No Objection. 


INVESTIGATING QUEEN LIL’S DOWNFALL 


A Witness from New England Testifies 


That the Marines Did Not Assist 
in the Revolution. 


Washington, January 4.—Judge Holman 
today issued the following call: “There will 
be a meeting of the democratic members 
of the house in the hall of the house Friday, 
January 5th, at 8 o’clock p. m. to consider 
resolutions. A general attendance of the 
democratic members is earnestly requested. 

“W. S. HOLMAN, Chairman.” 

It is in response to the request of forty- 
seven democratic congsessmen made before 
the house today adjourned. The purpose of 
the call is to consider the tariff bill. The 
movement is accepted by the tariff leaders 
as the first open demonstration op the 
democratic side of the house in oppog_tion 
to the Wilson bill in its present form. None 
of the members of the ways and means 
commiettee have signed the call, the names 
being confined to those who do not ap- 
prove one feature or another of the Dill. 

Judge Holman said: “I expect the dis- 
cussion will be very general and will take 
in the entire range of tariff differences. 
The substance of the bill including internal 
revenue features and the income tax will 
also come in for attention.” 

Chairman Wilson and his associates ex- 
press their willingness to go into caucus. 
Mr. Wilson said it. was his understanding 
that the customs features and all other sec- 
tions of the bill would be considered. Many 
democrats see in the caucus the prospects 
of a disagreeable clash within the party. 

Hearing About Hawali. 

The senate subcommittee on foreign rela- 
tions resumed its investigation of the Ha- 
Waiian situation at 10 o’clock this morning. 
Senator Butler sat with the committee for 
the first time today, having returned from 
his holiday vacation, so that all the mem- 
bers of the subcommittee, with the excep- 
tion of ‘Senator Sherman, were present. 
Professor Alexandér was again the only 
witness present and his examination was 
continued on the line begun yesterday. He 
devoted much time to relating the details 
of the revolution of January and explainirg 
the exact part taken by the American min- 
ister and the troops of the United States, 
and showed conclusively, to his own mind 
at least, that the revolution was entirely 
independent of the official influence of this 
fountry. Senator Butler, who had not been

cially interested in the narrative of Mr. Al- 
exander arid asked him many questions 
concerning the people of all races of the 
islands, all of which were* answered .to 
the apparent satisfaction of the senator. 

The understanding is now that the inquiry 
will be pushed to as speedy a conclusion as 
is possible in the interest of thoroughness. 
It is possible thatetime may be «asked to 
send to Hawaii for witnesses, and it is 
hinted that Mr. Jones, who: hasténed away 
towards Honolulu on the afternoon of his 
appearance before the committee, goes 
largely as the messenger of the senate for- 
eign relations committee to request the at- 
tendance of persons now in the islands to 
appear before the committee. In that event 
the committee would not be able to report 
before some time in February. 

South American News. 

The report current in Montevideo that 
President Peixoto was negotiating with 
United States Minister Thompson looking 
to the intervention of the United States 
fleet at Rio in accomplishing a settlement 
of Brazilian difficulties was denied by offi- 
cials of the state and navy departments 
today. The dispatch from Montevideo was 
shown to Secretary Herbert and he said 
that if any such intervention was con- 
templated he .s not informed of it. In the 
state department it was asserted that no 
information of such a negotiation had been 
received from Mirister Thompson, and that 
no instructions had been sent him to take 
such action. Corroboration was secured 
to the effect that the United States and 
German authorities had together taken ac- 
tion to prevent the rebel forces from again 
attacking the city of Rio or doing damage 
to it. As to the reported movements of 
Piexoto’s forces toward Pernambuco, the 
navy department is inclined to doubt that 
it indicates that Peixoto is in any such 
straits as is conveyed by the news dis- 
patches. It is also questioned whether 
Mello would go back into Rio bay, expos- 
ing himself to the fire of the forts, and 
then bring his whole naval force away 
again past the forts, thus in effect wholly 
abandoning Rio. 

Morton on Experiment Stations. 

Secretary Morton expressed surprise to- 
day at what he regards as a misrepesenta- 
tion of his position in regard to the agricul- 
tural experiment station’s appropriation 
and of his action in omitting that branch 
of the service from the estimates of ¢tle- 
partment expenditures for the fiscal year. 
‘As a matter of fact,’ said the secretary, 
“T have taken the same course’in this re- 
spect as was adopted by my predecessor, 
General Rusk. I have taken pains in a 
statement included in my annual report 
io deduct $720,000, the amount omitted for 
experiment stations, from the total decrease 
in the estimates with the explanation that 
it is a sum improperly included in the de- 
partment appropriation and to claim credit 
only for the net decrease of nearly $36?,- 
656.94. The fact is plain that no suggestion 
for the abolition of the state stations was 
suggested by me. The inclusion in my esti- 
mate of $25,000 for the office of experiment 
stations indicates that I do not expect the 
work of that division to cease, although it 
is well understood that it is maintained as 
the connecting link between the depart- 
ment and the state stations and for the 
special benefit of the latter, It si obvious 
that I would not have wasted words in my 
report, urging the necessity for a more 
satisfactory and clearer definition of the 
regulations of the stations to the depart- 
ment and vice versa, had my object been 
merely to extinguish them altogether. I 
am afraid /that the misapprehension ex- 
isting in t minds of many people is very 
largely dud to some misapprehensions on 
few who ought to think some 
before they talk.” 


Forged Letters. 


Washington, January 4.—The forgery of 
letters in cases of postmasters for appoint- 
ment by the president is said at the depart- 
ment to be common. The postmaster gen- 
eral received complaint of the forgery . of 
a letter relating to an appointment in a 
‘Missouri postoffice, the name of which is 
not divulged. :

GROWING IN INTENSITY 


Is the Excitement in Honolulu Over 
the Situation. 

Auckland, January 4.—(Copyrighted, 1894, 
by the Associated Press.)—Advices from 
Honolulu to December 22d have been rm 
ceived here by the steamer Alamaxa, 
which has just arrived from San Francisco. 
The officers of the vessel stated to an As- 
sociated Press correspondent that the ex- 
citment in Honolulu over the political situ- 
ation was growing in intensity. The pro- 
visional ‘government was as firm as ever 
in its determination to maintain its position 
and was continuing its preparations to re- 
sist any effort that might be made to re- 
store the monarchy. The members of the 
police force of the island had been notified 
that they would be expected to take arms 
in defense of the government and a num- 
‘ber of them had been dismissed from the 
service for refusing to obey this order. 

The officers further stated to the inter- 
viewer that the minister of the United 
States had written to the provisional gov- 
ernment requesting that they surrender 
office, as the United States government had 
decided in favor of the restoration of the 
queen. The minister in his communication 
informed the government that Liliuokalani 
had agreed to grant amnesty to all those 
/+who had taken part in the revolution to 
ratify the obligations of the present gov- 
ernment and to govern faithfully in accord- 
ance with the present constitution. The 
governmen’. was preparing a long reply to 
the minister. 

The Commercial Advertiser, of Honolulu, 
in an article supporting the government, 
declares that the United States congress 
has taken the matter from President Cleve- 
land’s hands by calling for the papers in 
the Hawaiian correspondence and asserted 
that the provisional fovernment will not 
retire from power unless it is compelled 
to by force, and says this is not likely to be 
employed. 

Temporary repairs have been made to 
the Canadian and Australian steamship 
company’s steamer Miowera, which strand- 
ed at Honolulu last October, and she will 
preceed to San Francisco. 


PREPARING FOR THE KNIGHTS. 


Washfngton Making Preparations for 
Entertaining the Pythians. 


Washington, January 4.—The Knights of 
Pythias in this city are getting well in 
hand the work of organization for the en- 
campment of the order to be held in this 
city next August. Committees have .been 
appointed to canvass the whole city and 
also trades and business. A committee on 
public comfort also has been named and 
provision will be made at once to send 
troulars of information to all Pythian 
lodges. Arrangements can be made for en- 
tertaining 150,000 visitors, and General James 
R. Cafnahan, the head of the order, says 
that 2,000 uniformed men will encamp on 
the monument lot, south of the white house, 
the use of which has been granted by an 
act of congress. 


FROM FIFTH STORY WINDOWS ‘ 


People Cry to Those Below to Save 
Them from a Horrible Death. 
Chicago, January 4.—A fire in the five- 
story office building at 108 and 110 Randolph 
street, near Clark street, .in the heart of 
the city, today caused intense excitement 
for a time. The fire escapes’ were soon 
thronged with the panic stricken occupants 
of the building. Windows were broken 
and scared clerks and  steneoeraphers 
screamed for help through the spattered 
casements and an immense crowd of peo- 
ple gathered on the streets. The firemen, 
with the aid of ladders and ropes, soon res- 
cued those who could .not reach the stair- 
way and fire escapes, and the biaze was 
extinguished without loss of life. The dam- 

age will not exceed $15,000.

HOWARD'S SENTENCE 


Judge Hammond Gives Him Nine Years 
in the Coldmbus Prison. 


ALL THE COSTS ARE PUT ON HIM, T00 


He Received the Announcement 
with No Sign of Emotion. 


MOTION FOR .NEW TRIAL REFUSED 


The Judge Stated That He Believes the 
Doctor Guilty, and That the Evi- 
dence Was Unmistakable. 


Jackson, Tenn., January 4.—(Special.)— 
Howard, the foreign claim swindler and 
clerical deceiver, will do time for nine years 
and one month ni the Columbus, O., prison. 
So said Judge Hammond tonight when he 
sentenced the defendant in accordance with 
the verdict of the jury. In addition to the 
above Howard is taxed with $1,200 in fines 
and the costs of the two trials, which foot 
up in the neighborhood of $20,000. 

The greater portion of the day has been 
consumed by the defendant and his as- 
sociate counsel in arguing the motion for a 
new trial. The defendant commenced 
speaking this afternoon soon after the 
opening of court and continued until tonight 
at 8 o’clock. The attendance was !arge and 
considerable iriterest was manifested. Peo- 
ple were standing on chairs and other 
available furniture. When the defendant 
resumed his speech ‘the court addressed 
himself to Howard in the following lan- 
guage: 

“I am vonstrained by all the considera- 
tions that influence judicial judgment to 
state that I have not the slightest doubt 
as to the verdict of the jury.. Taking all this 
evidence, I must say that I never saw such 
convincing evidence arrayed beforé a jury. 
Were I on a jury that had this case, I 
would not hesitate one instant. The proof 
plainly shows that the defendant is guity 
of carrying on a nefarious scheme. I will 
not go into this vast record of eviderice to 
justify this judgment, as I might wound the 
sensibilities of the witnesses. I don't. pro- 


pose to hold the defendant and his counsel- 


to admissions made in their argument, but 
they admit Ross, Moore and Leger to be 
frauds. I can’t see any difference as to 
Howard's business at Jackson, only tn the 
methods of details. Having said that, I 
can’t say any more, and the motion for a 
new trial is overruled.’’ 
Not Sent to Jail. 

The district attorney moved that the sen- 
tence on the defendant be pronounted, and 
after the court asked Howard the formal 
question if he had any reason why sentence 
should not be proneunced, Judge Hammond 

ave him a term of niné years and one 
month with a fine of $1,200 and costs of the 
trial added, fixing the place of imprison- 
ment in the Columbus, O., prison. 

There was a hush and calm in, the court- 
room while the court spoke and every eye 
was turnéd on Howard, who sat in his chair 
unmoved. The court said that inasmuch as 
the defendant was an attorney at the bar 
he would be stricken from tke roll and the 
clerk was-so ordered. Just before adjourn- 
ment it.was agreed that tomorrow morning 
at 9 o’clock the counsel will meet/and set- 
tle the question of bond: The atto y gen- 
eral rose and asked that Howard\ e sent 
to jail to spend the night as onl eputy 
marshals had been fuarding him, and the 
responsibility was too great. The court 
declined, however, to put him in prison to- 
night, and said he would again grant him 
the use of his private chambers. Tomorrow 
he will have to go to jail -and await the 
disposal of errors and the filing of the bill 
of exceptions which will possibly take sev- 
eral weeks. Then, if he can give. the bond 
required he will be released to appear be- 
fore the supreme court of the United States. 


INQUIRING INTO THE CAUSE 


Of the Bridge Accident at Louisville 
Last Month. 

Lowisville, Kyy January 4.-—-The inquest 
over the victims of the bridge disaster on 
December 15th, was begun by Coroner Mc- 
Cullough this morning. The coroner de- 
livered instructions to the jury, charging 
them to fully investigate, and if any blame 
attached to any one, to fix it where it be- 
longed. The case Is being carefully watched 
by attorneys for the Phoenix Bridge Compa- 
ny and the relatives of the dead men, who 
are suing for damages. Nothing of itm- 
portance was brought out by tcday’s hear- 
ing. Several civil engineers were on the 
stand, including Mr. W. C. Morris, employ- 
ed by the bridge company. He stated that 
it was his Tinderstanding that the accident 
had been caused BY the concentration of the 
entire weight of the traveler upon the 
“‘bent.”’ ‘ 

Mr. C. L. Cornell, another civil engineer, 
said from what he had seen, he considered 
the false work good and perhaps @ trifle 
better than work of that kind generally is. 
He had not examined it sufficiently, howev-

er, to render expert opinion upon its coudi- 


tion. He said he thought the span wsich 
cysed the accident was the largest truss 
Span on this continent. 

Coroner McCullough stated this af- 
ternoon that although he had made @ d.li- 
gent effort to serve subpenas on the superin- 
tendents of the bridge company, he had 
been unable to locate any of them. The in- 
quest will be continued tomorrow. 


A WAR OF WORDS. 


Parson Massey Makes Reply to Some 
of Wise’s Comments. 
Richmond, Va., January 4.—(Special.)— 
Hon. John E. Massey, in an interview to- 
day, had some very spicy things to say 
about Hon. John 8. Wise, who, in talking 
to a New York reporter a few days ago 
about Fitz Lee’s defeat for the senate, gave 
utterance to some sentiments that might 
apply to Lee, Massey and several other 

Virginia democrats. 

After saying that he did not care to an- 
Swer the former Virginian, Mr. Massey 
seid Mr. Wise should be pitied. He has 
some good qualities and is a sprightly man, 
but is not well balanced. He can say sharp 

always des.coys 
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Ginia and he was conscious that he had 
forfeited the confidence and respect of 
nearly all who knew him. 

“He seemed to lose his respect for himself, 
hence there was no hope of his ever re- 
gaining the respect of others. Had his mor+ 
al sensibilities and sagacity been equal to 
his vindictiveness and vanity he might to a 
large ertent have regained in the ,course 
of time his former standing, but this would 
have required so radical a change that the 
prospect was too remote and perhaps the 
best thing for himself and Virginia was 
for him to go somewhere else.” Touching 
Wise’s allusion to himself as a “rascally 
deserter’ on the gubernatorial ticket with 
General Lee, and as “ a piebald steer in 
the shafts,"" Mr, Massey said, “I have not a 
word to say in reply to such allusions. None 
of us who were on that ticket found it nec- 
essary to ‘leave our country fér our coune 
try’s good.’ ”’ 


WITHDREW HIS RESIGNATION, 


Senator Stubbs Was Hurt by His Peo« 
ple, but Reconsidered. 

Richmond, Va., January 4.—(Speciak.)—The 
action of Hon. James N. Stubbs in tender- 
ing hig resignation as senator from the thire 
ty-ninth district, because of the adoption 
by the voters of two of his counties of reso- 
lutions censv*ing him for voting for Martin 
for United Scates senator, was the absorb- 
ing topic of discussion in legislative circles 
today. As Mr. Stubbs was not in his seat 
during the session of the body today the 
question in every mind was whether he 
would yield to the pressure that had been 
brought to bear upon him and reconsider. 
According to appointment Mr. Stubbs again 
visited Governor O’Ferral this morning, ac: 
companied by United States Senator-elect 
Thomas L. Martin, and while the three 
were in conference Judge Farrar, of Amelia, 
came in and announced that he had a mes- 
sage from Mr. Stubbs’g people. He had, he 
said, addressed a meeting near the sena- 
tor’s home the day before and the meeting 
had risen up en masse and protested against 
his resignation. When the conference closed 
Mr. Stubbs told the governor that hie would 
give him a definite answer in the after- 
noon as to whether he would let his resignae 
tion stand or not. 

When Mr. Stubbs left the governor the 
delegates from his district visited and urged 
him to reconsider. The urging was backed by 
every democratic member of the-senate and 
many members of the house, and at the 
hour fixed Mr. Stubbs informed the govern- 
or that he had withdrawn his resignation. 
He said further that his friends had con- 
vinced him that it was his duty to stand 
the sting and mortification of the affair in 
the interest of the party. 


WILL RUN SPECIAL TRAINS. 


The Sports Will Try to Outwit Govere- 
nor Mitchell. 


Jacksonville, Fla., January 4.—Mitchell’s 
manager wired the Duval Club from St. 
Augustine today that the Englishman would 
do nothing ‘n violation of law. He added, 
however, that his m would be on hand 
at the time and place fixed by the club. 

Mitchell read in today’s paper that Cor- 
bett had signed and that the signature 
read: “James J. Corbett, per W. A. B.” 
It did not please him. He told Thom 
that he feared chicanery. Manager Bowden 
was at once wired that Mitchell demanded 
that Corbett put his personal signature to 
the articles. When this is done he wants to 
scrutinize all four of the copies of the ar- 
ticles to see that the thing is dome proper- 
ly or to his satisfaction. 

The club feels very sanguine today that 
the contest will come off. Its attorneys 
advised the manager this morning to go 
right ahead with the construction of the 
arena. This advice will be acted upon, 
though the arena will not be so costly nor 
so comfortable as it would have been had 
there been absolute certainty that the fight 
would not be interfered with. 

Charley Mitenell’s protest against the 
amended articles being signed by Corbett 
“ver W. A. Brady,’ seems to have been 
made undér a misapprehension. The papet 
to which Corbett’s name was affixed by 
Bra was “not. .the.articles drawn up tor 
the fight/ It was a paper relating to the 
dispositidn of certain money held by Blarch- 
ard, of Boston. The amended articles for 
the fight were signed by Corbett in person. 
This has been explained to Mitchell and no 
further protest is expected from him. 

Must Take to the Woods. 

In spite of the fact that the Athletic Club 
says the contest will occur, no one believes 
it. If the men will ever come together 
on Florida soil, they are likely to meet 
out in the woods as did Sullivan and Kil- 
rain: It is believed that the talk of. the 
club about being confident that the men 
will meet in Jacksonville is only a blind to 
conceal preparations which are being secret- 
ly made to bring Mitchell and Corbett to- 
gether in some place where the strong arm 
of the governor cannot easily interfere. 
That place will either be in Duval county, 
where Jacksonville is situated, or in St. 
Johns, the chief city of which is St. Augus 
tine. Of course, no inkling can be gaineG 
as to the spot selected, as the success of 
the plan depends on secrecy. In confirma- 
tion of the statement that the club is pre- 
paring to pull off the contest in the woods, 
the Southern Associated Press correspon- 
dent has just learned from a reliable source 
that W. A. Brady, manager for Corbett, 
filed tonight dispatches to The New York 
Herald and The San Francisco Examiner, 
stating’ that the managers of the Duval 
Athletic Club had already taken the in- 
itial steps to charter trains out of Jackson- 
ville. The trains will be at the club’s dis-— 
posal for twenty-four hours before and afe- 
ter January 25th, the day set for the cone 
test. The club people propose to make the 
transportation rate a pretty stiff one, and 
thus hope to financially save themselves, 
They think that with special trains at their 
disposal and a spot selected for the fivht, 
known only to a faithful few, they can 
bring the men together in the presence of 
a large crowd and that the battle will be 
fought and won before Governor Mitchell 
can get his militia on the scene. Govetr.or 
Mitchell, however, is what is known in the 
lingo of crackers as “bullheaded’” and as 
he has already tripped up the club, he may 
succeed in doing so again. It is said that 
Brady, in the dispatches to the papers al- 
ready mentioned, stated positively that 
everything was fixed for the fight and that 
the men_would come together unless the 
Englishman showed the white feather. The 
Californian and his party seem to have 
doubts about the sincerity of Mitchell.

The Massachusetts Senator Introduces @ 
Resolution 


ASKING ABOUT MINISTER BLOUNT’S PAY, 


How Much He Received and Where It 
Came From—Proceedings of Both 
Houses of Congress. 


Washington, January 4.—The session of the 
senate was significant in two respects. 
Senator Hoar, of the republican side, intro- 


auced a resolution calling on the secretary | 


of the treasury for his authority for his 
payment of Special Commissioner Blount 
for his Hawaiian services and Senator 
Gray of the democratic side, served notice 
that on Tuesday next the democrats would 
insist upon taking up the federal election 
bill and continuing with its considera- 
tion until finally disposed of. 

The object of Senator Hoar’s resolution 
is manifestly to cali into question the right 
of the president to send a personal commis- 
sioner to Hawaii, or, indeed, any commis- 
sioner without the concurrence of the senate 
first obtained. The notice of Senator Gray 
indicates that the democrats are deter- 
mined to dispose of the federal election 
bill at an early day, and before it can 
possibly be hampered by the tariff bill or 
any other party measures which might come 
over from the house demanding early con- 
sideration through motives of party expe- 
diency. The bill will be taken up by Tues- 
day and will continue the paramount ques- 
tion in the senate until finally disposed of. 

There was a slight attendance when 
the senate met this morning, only a score 
of senators being present when the vice 
president rapped the senaie to order. Sen- 
ator Hoar presented the following resolu- 
tion, with the request that it lie on the 
table for the present: 

‘Resolved, That the secretary of the treas- 
ury be requested to inform the senate of 
what sums have been paid to the Hon. 
James H. Blount for salary, services and 
other expenses as special commissioner to 
Hawaii, together with copies of all or- 
ders, vouchers and receipts for such pay- 
ment, and also to inform the senate from 
what funds and under or by virtue of what 
appropriation of law the same have been 
paid.,’’ 

Senator Berry, of Arkansas, called up the 
house bill relating to the disqualification 
of registers and receivers of the United 
States land offices and making provisions 
in case of such disqualification, and, after 
amendment, the bill was passed. 

The Federal Election Bill. 

An interesting colloquy took place over 
a question of Senator Gray, of Dalaware, 
that the senate proceed to the considera- 
tion of the federal election bill. Senator 
Chandler asked whether this was merely 
for the purpose of allowing some senator 
to speak and for genera! consideration. 

‘For the general consideration,” said Sena- 
tor Gray. ‘ 

“The views of the minority are not yet 
prepared,”’ said Senator Chandler, ‘‘and will 
not be ready for some days yet. I don’t 
think it will, therefore, do to proceed with 
the consideration unless some senator spe- 
cially desires to speak upon’ it today.” 

“My understanding was thet the views 
of the minority might be presented at any 
time,.”’ said Senator Gray. ' 

“There are gentlemen on this side,” in- 
terrupted Senator Hoar, ‘“‘who desire to de- 
bate this bill at considerable length.’’ 

“T have no doubt of that.’ quickly re- 
torted Senator Gray. (Laughter.) “I sup- 
pose it will involve considerable debate on 
both sides, and for that purpose, thought. it 
would be well to take it up at this early 
day. So far as I am coneerned,”’ resumed 
Senator Gray, “I will consent to the sug- 
gestion of the gentleman from Massachu- 
setts to postponement of the consideration 
until Tuesday, and I now give notice that, 
on Tuesday immediately after morning 
business, I will move that the senate pro- 
ceed to the consideration of the federal 
election bill, and continue until disposed of.’’ 

A motion was received from the president 
transmitting the report of the secretary’ of 
state in the matter of claims of certain 
persons against the government of Spain 
for the illegal arrest on the coast of Yu- 
catan in 1850 and subsequent filegal impris- 
onment. 

Senator Dolph, of Oregon, called up the 
bill to extend for three years the time of 
the Umatilla Irrigation Company, in the 
construction of its irrigating canal across 
the Umatilla Indian reservation in the state 
of Oregon, and it was passed without op- 
position. 

After a brief cxecutive session, the sen- 
ate, at 1:20 o’clock, adjourned until Mon- 
day next. 


THERE WAS NO QUORUM 


And the House Did Nothing—Republi- 
cans Still Blocking Legislation. 
Washington, January 4.—The democrats in 
the house today suffered a repetitton of 
their experience of yesterday. Again they 
were unable to produce a democratic quo- 
rum, which the republicans insisted they 
should here before the tariff debate could 
proceed. The highwater mark today was 
one hundred and fifty democrats, twe've 
more than yesterday, but twenty-nine less 
than the requisite number. It was claimed 
by the democratic whips that over one hun- 
dred and eighty democrats were ‘n the city 
and that some of those who d.4 not appear 
today are lukewarm in their support of the 
Wilson bill, or openly fighting some of its 
features and have deliberately decided to of- 
fer no aid towards getting the bill before the 
house. One democrat, Mr. 8. Perry, of Con- 
necticut, although present, acted with the 
republigans today and refused to answer to 

his nama 

The democratic leaders are very much dis- 
gusted over yesterday and today’s proceed- 
ings, and assert most vehemently that there 
is no excuse for absenteeism at this impor- 
tant time, saying that every democrat un- 
derstood when the holiday recess was taken 
that the programme was to take up the tar- 
iff bill the day congress convened. The re- 
publicans are naturally jubilant over the 
success that has attended their efforts to 
block progress up to this time, although 
there is some manifestation of dissatisfac- 
tion with the course of Mr. Boutelle, whose 
attempt to launch the Hawaiian debate yes- 
terday and today has cut off all prospect of 
considering that subject unti\ the tariff is 
disposed of. Had he permitted the arrange- 
ment suggested by Mr. McCreary and 
agreed to by Mr. Hitt, to be entered into 
yesterday, tomorrow and Saturday weuld 
have been devoted to Hawali and the same 
blockade cvuld been have effecte¢ in the 
house in reference to the tariff by refusing 
to vote or to go into committee of the whole 
for the consideration of the Wilson bill. 

It is almost certain that the democrats 
will have a quorum present tomor.ow, but 
two days have been wasted and this will 
probably necessitate an extension of the 
limit of the debate beyond Januazvy Il7th, 
on which day the programme contemplated 
a final] vote.

FEARED NOT DEATH. 


Last Execution Under the Seminole. 


Laws. 


Prescott, Ariz., January 4.—Two Indians; 


Charley Frog and John Wolf, killed an ther 
Indian named David Harg in a quarrel over 
a card game. Harg was a married man 
and his murderers were young bucks. There 
were no arrests made, and the murderers 
walked about as free as any other man in 
the village. 

Though they knew that death woud be 
the penalty of their crime, they made no 
effort to escape. Fear of being branded 
cowards forbade any avoidance of the con- 
sequences” of their .crime. The game otf 
cards was scarcely interrupted by the 
tragedy. It was merely delayed iong 
enough to remove the body of the dead man 
and then playing was resumed as before. 

The next day a council of the head men 
of the village assembled to take action on 
the murder. They set the eighth day after 
the commission of the murder for the trial 
of the accused and then adjourned. The 
two murderers and the widow of Harg, as 
well as his children, an aged mother and 
other re.atives, were before the council. 

The eighth day came, and at dawn the 
village council was in ‘session. The trial 
was held in front of the principal chief's 
house. The head men of the village were 
seated in a semicirel4, their backs toward 
the rising sun. The small open space in 
front was hemmed in by the villagers. ‘To 
the left of the semicircle sat the Widow 
Harg, her children and the mother of the 
murdered man, an aged, decrepit hag. At 
the opposite side were Wolf and Frog, ap- 
parent.y unconcerned over the proceedings. 
They stood upright, facing the council, a 
smile of disdain on their faces. Their arms 
were folded across their breasts, inclosing 
their rifles, for they were not even dis- 
armed. 

When all was in readinegs the chicf of 
the village, as head of the council, arose in 
his place, and looking straight ahead, suid: 
“Charley Frog and John Woif, you have 
shed blood. The laws of the spirit father 
demand that blood shall be wiped out with 
blood. You have killed David Harg, there- 
fore, shall ye also die. It has been so de- 
creed by our laws.” 

Then Frog stepped forward and pleaded 
that two lives be not taken for one: that he 
should die, but that Wolf be spared. As 
he finished Wolf made the same plea, ex- 
cept that he should be the one to die. 

Then the wife and the mother of Harg 
came forward, shrieking for vengeance 
and demanding the lives of the two men. 
The chief passed the pipe and all the coun- 
cil smoked. Then the chief sentenced both 
men to die “when the sun shall kiss Death 
Rock tomorrow.”’ 

Thus was finished the trial, arguments, 
verdict, all, and less than two hours had 
been consumed. 

rYolf and Frog turned and walked away, 
no effort being made to detain them. They 
were as free as before, although now under 


sentence of death. On the outskirts of fT 


Seminole ‘village was “Death Rock,” ‘a 
large flat stone rising only a foot or so 
above the surface of the ground. Here, 
before the time set for for the execution, 
crowds began to gather. Wolf and Frog 
were among the first to come. They were 
arrayed in .a war ‘costume, their faces 
streaked with bright paints. Each led his 
horse and carried his gun. 

Half an hour later the executioners, six 
men, all related to the dead man and 
chosen by the widow, appeared. Their com- 
ing was the signal for Wolf and Frog to 
begin the chanting of the death song of 
the Seminoles. At first they sang in a low 
voice and could scarcely be heard more 
than a dozen yards away, but as they 
proceeded their words grew louder and their 
voices swelled out in the clear morning 
air full and strong. The six executioners, 
each armed with a rifle, then took their 
places at a point about twenty paces away 
from the doomed men. As they spread out 
in a line, each about an arm’s length from 
the other, Wolf and Frog ceased their 
song. They folded their arms, enclosing 
their rifles exactly as on the day of the 
trial, and faced the six men. 

All was ready. It needed only the ‘“‘kiss’’ 
of the sun against Death Rock. Again, as 
the sun’s rays caine nearer and nearer, 
the wild words of the Seminole death song 
rolled forth from the mouths of Wolf and 
Frog. The words of the second line were 
scarcely spoken when a spot of sunshine 
touched the feet of the two men. That 
instant six rifles spoke as one and six bul- 
lets sped straight to their marks in the 
bosoms of Frog and Wolf. ‘Blood had been 
wiped out by blood,” and the murder of 
Harg was avenged. 


Threatened to Kill His Father. 

Chigago, January 4.—Charles E. Eggile- 
ston, son of the wealthy Charles B. Eggle- 
ston who is head of the board of trade firm 
of Eggleston & Brownell, was arrested to- 
day charged with threatening to kill his 
father. Returning to his home in a drunk- 
en condition the young man haé struck h's 
father and threatened to kill him. Mr. Eg- 
gleston, the elder, said that Iris son is a vic- 
tim of drink, and after being fined heavily, 
the young man was released from custody 
and will be sent to a sanitarium. 


Found Dead in the Woods. 

Greenville, Ala., January 4.—A young sis- 
ter of George Farrer, a boy of fourteen who 
has been missing since Christmas Day, this 
morning found his dead body in the woods 
with a gunshot wound in the breast. Far- 
rer, with Irby McArthur, a negro of the 
same age, were out hunting together, and 
when last seen were quarreling. McArthur 
returned alone and has been silent since. 
He was today arrested and put in jail upon 
the charge of niurder. 


They Were Rivals and Fought. 
Gallatin, Tenn., January 4.—At Spring 
Hill, Ky., yesterday L. W. Fowler and P. 
C, Yousen, rivals for the same lady’s hand, 
met. Fowler shot Yousen fatally, but be- 
fore Yousen died he stabbed Fowler so se- 
riously that he cannot recover.

FOR HALF A CENTURY A LANDMARK 


He a: Beena Leader of Men, Prominent 
in the Public Affairs of His Section 
and State.

Lawrenceville, Ga., January 4.—(Special.) 
Major Richard Dicksdh Winn, one of the 
oldest citizens of Gwinnett county, and a 
landmark here for the last three-quarters of 
a century, is at the point of death at the 
residence of his son-in-law, Judge T. M.

MAJOR RICHARD DICKINSON WINN. 
Peeples. Ten days ago he decided, at the 
suggestion of his children, to leave his old 
homestead where he had lived for years, 
and where he preferred to remain and die, 
to come to Lawrenceville to spend his last 
days where his children and his numerous 
posterity could see him at any time, and be 
with him constantly as the final end ap- 
proached. He realized that dissolution must 
surely and soon come. The parting scene 
at his old homestead, leaving most of his 
old negro servants behind was_e$ sol- 
emn and tragis. Old Henry Smith, 
his faithful: and life-long servant, drove 
him to town, because Major Winn felt safer 
with him and in his old buggy and behind 
his old horse than with any one else. With 
a Warm grasp of the old servant’s hand and 
a “God bless you’”’ invocation, the master 
took his departure, leaving behind him a 
group of devoted and sorrowing friends, 
standing with uncovered heads and stream- 
ing eyes” because they loved him and felt 
that his next trip would be to the city of 
the dead. 

Major Winn was born January 14, 1816, in 
what was then Jackson, but afterwards 
Gwinnet county. He received an academic 
education at the old male academy in Law- 
rencevil®. In January 1863 he was mar- 
ried to Miss Charlotte Mitchell, the daugh- 
ter of Major Thomas Mitchell, late of 
Clark county, and then begun the mercan- 
tile business in this town. Associated with 
him as a partner was his brother-in-law, 
Judge Clark Howell, late of Fulton county. 


After a few years he removed from town | 


and settled on his plantation near Law- 
renceville, the old family homestead, where 
he made farming his life’s business. He 
raised a family of five children. all surviv- 
ing him, as follows: Colonel Sam J. Winn, 
one of “he foremost lawyers and advocates 
at the var of the western circuit; Thomas 
E. Winn, congressman to the fifty-first con- 
gress from the ninth district of Georgia; 
Mrs. Tyler M. Peeples, the only daughter, 
an example of Christian virtues and graces; 
Dr. A. M. Winn, one of the leading physi- 
cians of this county, and Rev. WW. M. Winn, 
a noted Methodist minister, and a leader as 
such in the north Georgia conference. Ma- 
jor Winn has held many offices of trust and 
honor an@ has done more public service for 
the people of his county than any man of 
his generation. Through life he took an 


_ active part in local and state political af- 


fairs and scarcely failed to have the county 
to agree with him in all its political bat- 
tles of his day upon public measures and 
public men. Men followed him as they fol- 
lowed no other leader. 

He began the public service in early man- 
hood as a presiding justice of the old infe- 
rior court and subsequently served many 
years as chairman of the board of the jury 
and county commissioners. He was often 
put forward as a representative of his 
county in the' general assembly of Georgia, 
and, save one time, was never defeated for 
office, though his party was sometimes in 
the minority. It is a notable fact that he 
has been a member of every constitutional 
convention held in Georgia within thé last 
half century, except the “black and tan’”’ 
convention of 1868. 

Of ardent temperament, he had many 
ties of friendship among his contempora- 
ries, and some hitter enemies, too, but it 
can be truthfully said that he never de- 
serted a friend nor turned his back on an 
enemy. He is not a member of any church, 
but a firm Christian believer and professes 
Christ as his savior. He has expressed 
himself often since his illness as being pre- 
pared to die and anxious for the moment 
of dissolution to come. He has been for 
many years a Free Mason. As worshipful 
master! of Lawrenceville lodge he dispensed 
the exemplification with zeal and assiduity. 
Whether regarded in his official capacity or 
as a man his most dominant characteris- 
tic has been strength. He has been vigor- 
ous, strong in intellect, in will, in purpose, 
in integrity and in force of character. He 
has stood squarely at his post on all occa- 
sions and under all circumstances and fol- 
lowed his convictions wherever they led, 
and as such a man he blazed a way through 
the hostory of Gwinnett county and left an 
impretS upon its record which will stand 
for years to come as a monument to his in- 
fluence. his power and his wisdom.

The Judge Said He Would Have Liked 
to Give Him More. 

Savannah, Ga., January 4.—(Special.j— 
Francis B. Kellar was found guilty today 
of the charge of seduction preferred by 
Miss Florence W. Marshall, bu* the jury 
recommended him to the mercy of the court.

A motion for a new trial will be 
made tomorrow morning, when Kellar will 
be released under $5,000 beil. 


One of the Dead Towns. 

Waycross, Ga., January 4.—(Special.)—Old 
Magnolia, in Clinch’county, with its tower- 
ing oaks and trailing vines, was a beauti- 
ful and progressive town before the war. 
Railroads had not reached this section then 
and the only means of transportation and 
communication was the old stage coach, 
which carried passengers and mail onte a 
week. The farmers carried their products 
to the markets in wagons.

NOT HIS IDEA OF REFORM. — 


Rist! Sanit ERE TR 
Editor Connors Is Severe on the Pres- 
ent Regime in His State. 
Columbia, 8. C., January 4.—(Special.)-—- 
The Lancaster Keview, which has hereto- 
fore supported the ‘‘reform movement, has 
rebelled with a vengeance, and in yester- 
day’s issue, Editor Connors handles the re- 
cent legislature without gloves. He declares 
that he has the mest supreme contempt for 
the men who have ignored every sense of 
right, decency and justice, and takes no 
stock in the reform movement as at present 

conducted. 

“Some good,” he says, “was at one time 
expected to result from the movement, but 
it has since degenerated into a mere politi- 
eal machine for sliding incomp*tent and 
unprincipled men into office. Now and 
then a good man gets in, but these cases 
are rare indeed. Never before in the his- 
tory of this country have so many grossly 
incompetent and densely ignorant men Ifili- 
ed positions of public trust, as is the case 
today, from the office of trial justice up to 
the United States senate. Real reform has 
evidently been lost sight of by the leaders 
in their scramble for office. In the mean- 
time expenses and taxes arm jumpAng up 
higher. The people need not look tor any 
improvement in the present condition of 
affairs until they begin tu show more judg- 
ment in the selection of their rulers.”

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Let Capital Learn a Lesson from Labor. 

A half dozen working men, most of 
whom are carpenters, came to The Con- 
stitution office yesterday with a state- 
ment like this: 

“We are out of work. We have lived 
in Atlanta most of our lives, and until 
the ;ast few months we have never had 
any trouble about. securing work. We 
recognize the fact that similar discour- 
aging conditions exist all over the United 
States, but we believe that Atlanta’s 
enterprise should lead in the effort for 
relief. As an evidence of our good faith 
and of our earnestness to see the exposi- 
tion movement a success, and believing 
that it will bring better times, such men 
as could get work on the new buildings, 
and in other improvements, would be 
willing to contribute one day in every 
week's work toward the exposition fund. 
We will gladly contribute one day’s 
work to get the other five.” 

There is a valuable lesson taught in 
this sentiment. We beleive that this ex- 
pression, coming from the laboring men 
of the city, will find a hearty echo from 
every business interest in Atlanta. Not 
that the workingmen who. will be given 
employment will be asked or expected 
to make such a liberal contribution but 
by way: of an endorsement of the spirit 
that prompts their offer. 

The Constitution publishes today in- 
with prominent workingmen 
from all parts of the city, all of whom 
heartily endorse the proposed exposi- 
tion. Never has a city been aronsed to 
such enthusiasm by any one thing. Step 
by step the movement has assumed 
splendid proportions, and it has entirely 
gone beyond the bounds originally con- 
templated for it. 

Yesterday’s meeting of the exposition 
committee was even more satisfactory 
than the first. A charter was agreed 
upon, and it was decided that $200,000 
should be the minimum fund subscribed 
for preliminary work, and all subscrip- 
tions a~= to be taken with the under- 
standing that not a dollar is to be paid 
up until the full $200,000 has been sub- 
scribed, with the privilege of increasing 
the capital stock of the exposition com- 
pany to $5,000,000. The fixing of a 
minimum guarantee sum of $200,000 
shows that Atlanta means business, and 
the fact that the committee pledged it- 
self to raise this sum demonstrates the 
earnestness of those through whose en- 
ergy the movement is being pushed -to 
success. 

Permanent organization will be effect- 
ed next Monday on a basis as outlined 
in our local teport of yesterday’s meet- 
ing. ‘Then comes the very important 
matter of raising the preliminary fund 
of $200,000, and The Constitution expects

Within less than one week from the day 
that subscriptions are asked. Several 
gentlemen have already offered sub- 
scriptions, but it was deemed best by the 
committee to go at this systematically. 

The committee cculd not have made 
a better choice than the selection of the 
grounds of the Piedmont Exposition 
Company as the place for the next ex- 
position. The present xposition 
grounds occupy an area of only sixty- 
five acres. One hundred and thirty-five 
additional acres will be obtained, mak- 
ing in all two hundred acres splendidly 
located, and within easy access to the 
city. This selection was wisely con- 
ditioned on satisfactory transportation 
facilities being furnished by the street 
car and railroad companies, but they 
will, of course, do their part, as they 
have always done. 

The outlook grows brighter every day, 
and the press generally is talking about 
the great exposition, and Atlanta’s pluck 
and enterprise is the wonder of the 
whole country. Next Monday’s meeting 
will close up all preliminary work, and 
in a few days we will see the new move- 
ment taking such tangible shape that 
the hammer and the saw will be making 
merry music for Atlanta’s quickstep 
march to prosperity.

The Oglesby Case. 

News comes from Havana that Mr. 
P. C. Oglesby has been released from 
prison. This is due to the prompt and 
vigorous manner in which The Consti- 
tution and other southern papers de- 
manded an investigation of the offense 
with which he was charged. 

Mr. Oglesby’s release confirms his 
statement that the charges against him 
were groundless. It follows, too, that 
the United States consul at Havana pays 
too little heed to citizens of the country 
which he represents. 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat, 
commenting further on the Oglesby mat- 
ter—to which The Constitution called at- 
tention a day or two ago—insists on the 
immediate removal of the American con- 
sul at Havana, who is partly responsible 
for the outrage against Mr. Oglesby. 

There was a time when the American 
flag was respected abroad, when no for- 
eign government would dare to commit 


an outrage on an American citizen; but 
that time seems to have pussed. Our 
flag abroad should stand,for the liberty 
and rights of an individual. 

As a direct result of this, an American 
citizen for months languished in a Span- 
ish prison at Havana, sent there through 
the aid and connivance of the very man 
who is supposed to represent American 
interests, and has just got his release. 
This republican has been kept in office 
in spite of the fact that he has expatri- 
ated himself. He has held his place for 
ten years and still holds it in spite of the 
fact that he was appointed by a republi- 
can administration. 

The Times-Democrat suggests that a 
poqular petition should be presented to 
the president asking that the outrage 
against Mr. Oglesby be investigated and 
redress demanded of Spain, and that the 
republican consul at Havana, who is 
largely responsible for Mr. Oglesby's 
imprisonment, be removed, and an 
American democrat be appointed in his 
place. Our contemporary says that such 
a petition, protesting against the neglect 
and delay of the government, and in- 
sisting on a bold and vigorous American 
policy «that will make this country 
respected abroad and render it possible 
for Americans to go anywhere in per- 
fect safety, should be signed by all. 

The idea is a good one. A popular pe- 

tition forwarded to Washington by those 
who resent the outrageous treatment of 
Mr. Oglesby would have its effect. But 
what is the matter with congress? The 
rights of an American citizen ought to 
be dear to that democratic body. Why 
cannot congress move in the matter? 


The Phenomena of the Panic. 

The New York Herald is of the opin- 
ion that the time has come for the ex- 
perts to put on their thinking caps and 
try to find out the cause of the tremen- 
dous collapse in trade, business, values 
and prices. It says: 

Liabilities of commercial, banking and 
railroad concerns the :uwiled during the 
twelve months aggregate nearly $1,800,000,- 
000. These stupendous figures are unpar- 
alleled. The vhenomena of this remarkable 
panic, occurring in a time of profound 
peace, and with good harvests and an un- 
precedented abundance of all the raw ma- 
terial of weaith and in the absence of any 
physical disaster or destruction of prop- 
erty, will remain a subject for the curious 
study of political economists for many gen- 
erations to come. 

Evidently The Herald has forgotten 
for the moment that the statesmen, the 
newspaper editors and the financial ex- 
perts of the east have already settled 
the whole matter to their own satisfac- 
tion. It is true, they have left the minds 
of the people in a state of confusion and 
bewilderment, but, nevertheless, they 
would feel very much hurt if they 
thought that the people refused to ac- 
cept their conclusions. 

While the statesmen, the newspaper 
editors and the financial experts have 
not themselves agreed, they do not ex- 
pect the public to harbor any ingenious 
or insidious doubts. 

What has brought about this collapse 
in a time of profound peace, and in the 
midst of plenty. and prosperity? Well, 
the statesmen, editors and experts of the 
east all contended for awhile that the 
Sherman law was the cause of the 
trouble. But now some of them have 
changed their minds. The Sherman law 
has been repealed two months, and the 
depression is as profound as it was dur- 
ing the summer. Consequently the 
Sherman law can’t be responsible for the 
condition of affairs. 

What then? Why the tariff! The 
stateSmen, editors and financial experts 
declare that the real cause of the. col- 
lapse is the fear of democratic tariff 
changes. But this is preposterous on 
the face of it, since it is admitted by the 
most ardent tariff reformers that the 
Wilson bill is a protective measure. 
Even the free list, which has caused 
some complaint and criticism, is a note 
of protection, for it is admitted that raw 
materials are made free not for the 
benefit of the people, but for the benefit 
of the manufacturers of the finer goods. 
The benefit of free raw materials will 


not appear in the shape of a reduction in |

against foreign competition. . 

It cannot be, therefore, that a tariff 
measure which retains some of the most 
notable features of protection is the 


éause of the tremendous collapse which 


The Herald describes. Fear of demo- 
cratic tariff revision could not have 
caused results which war, famine or 
pestilence could not more than equal. 

Th. latest theory we have seen ad- 
vanced comes from The New York 
Financier, the recognized organ of the 
money power of New York city. The 
Financier has a theory that low prices 
and hard times—in fact, all the features 
of the collapse—are the result of the 
failure of President Cleveland to openly 
advocate a bond issue in his recent mes- 
sage. This theory is not more nonsen- 
sical than any of the others, but it his 
the disadvantage of not being covered 
with a wet blanket of plausibility. 

So there you are! If you want to know 
what has caused the collapse, just drop 
your nickel in the slot and out pours the 
information in a sluice as big as your 
arm. And yet it seems to the casual ob- 
server, who is in the habit of forming 
his own op'nions, that the intellects of 
the statesmen, editors and financial ex- 
perts, who are puffing and sputtering on 
the surface of things, are in a condition 
to go into the hands of a receiver. 

The collapse in values and prices from 
which the country is now suffering is, 
as The Herald says, unparalleled in 
many of its features. Yet its most nRo- 
table features are a reproduction of 
those of the collapse of 1874--and on the 
12th of February, 1873, the Sherman 
law demonetizing silver was passed. If 
the editors, statesmen, and financial ex-. 
perts will look abroad they will find in 
all the single gold standard countries 
of Europe the same degree of depres- 
sion and stagnation that is now felt 
here. They have not approached it 
through panics, as this country has, be- 
cause they have never enjoyed such 
prosperity as that which marked the 
business of the United States up to a 
few months ago. 

When a man parts with more than half 
of the blood in his body he is not in a 
condition to do much business.’ When 
a nation parts with more than half of 
the money on which its currency is 
based—the money that is the blood of 
commerce—it is natural to expect a col- 
lapse of some sort. The results of that 
collapse are now upon the people. We 
may adjust our affairs to this new and 
unhealthy condition, but the country can 
never prosper under the single yold 
standard as it prospered heretofore. No 
people can expeet prosperity when the 
money unit is constantly increasing in 
value, and the products of human labor 
are decreasing in price. We may add 
that no people who will submit to such 
a condition deserve to prosper,

The Question with the Southwestern. 


The course to be pursued by the South- 
western railroad stockholders in their 
efforts to protect their property is of 
general interest to the people of the 
state as possibly involving changes in 
railroad geography and railroad alliances 
and of vital interest to the stockholders 
themselves, as the safety of Mheir prop- 
erty is involved. We, therefore, repro- 
duce a letter of Captain W. G. Raoul on 
the subject which makes clear the dan- 
ger that is to be met and throws light on 
the motives of the board of directors in 
taking the recent action looking to the 
withdrawal of the Southwestern from 
the Central. 

It is now no time to talk about pre- 
serving the system of the Central, at 
least for the Southwestern. That is de- 
sirable, no doubt, but it seems hopeless 
now, at all events, since the Central is 
so greatly invelved as not to be sure of 
taking care of itself much less the South- 
western, and the Southwestern must 
look to, its own resources to save its 
stockholders from total loss. 

No one knows. or can know, who may 
own the Central, but if the Southwest- 
ern is important to its owners, whoever 
they may be, the way will doubtless be 
open for them to secure the Southwekt- 
ern after this company has secured itself 

gainst impending danger. 

The first thing to be considered by the 
Southwestern stockholders is to save’ 
their property from sale. e 

The question is not, as some outside 
and uninformed persons have assumed, 
whether the Southwestern board in the 
near future can manage its property in- 
dependently so as to make more or less 
net earnings than under the lease to the 
Central receiver. That would be a ques- 
tion if the Southwestern had no judg- 
ments against it and the probability of | 
more, but having these the immediate 
net earnings are not in the case.

A Matter of History. 

“Are men losing their memories?’ 

This question was asked recently by a 
scientifi* writer, and sometimes we are 
inclined to believe that he had a sound 
basis for his inquiry. The New York 
Morning Advertiser. for instance, in an 
irtiele against state banks, says: 

The south is hungry for “popular bans- 
ing,’ and in that section would @ crash 
quickest result. The state banks of Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island, New York, Indiana 
and Iowa, in the period previous to the war, 
were honestly and ably conducted. AS a 
rule their notes were redeemed in full. In 
some of these banks the state government 
held stock and exerted control, and back of 
them all were the intelligence and con- 
science of the eastern people. The banks 

the south and west, built on ‘“‘cheap' 5S@€- 
chrity, overvalued lands and depreciating, 
ynd sometimes repudiated, local bonds, 
went down miserably. The conditions in 
the south today are not radically different. 
That section is poorer than ever, and its 
people are still imbued with old delusions 
as to what constitutes money. 

The American people, as a whole, remem- 
ber too well the shifts in the value of the 
many currencies under state banking and 
the losses incurred to desire fresh chaos 
and desolation. National money, good ev- 


erywhere, and whose redemption is condi-« 
tioned only on the integrity of the govern~-’ 


ment, is thoroughly appreciated. Republi- 
cans in congress should set their faces 
firmly against any encroachment on safe 
finance. The south is an untrustworthy 
leader in financial matters. 

Now, every middle-aged man in the 
United States: who is not a goldbug can 
easily furnish a eomplete and a crush- 
ing answer to this medley of misrepre- 
sentation and misinformation. Our con- 
temporary says that the state banks in 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, New York, 
Indiana and Iowa were honestly and 
ably conducted, and as a rule their notes 
were redeemed in full, but it goes on to 
y~y that the state banks in the south and 
west went down wiserably. 

The New York editor who penned 
these lines could have gone within a 
stone’s throw of his office and he would 
have learned that before the war notes 
issued by the state-banks of South Caro- 
lina, Georgia and Louisiana ranked with 
those of New York in all the money mar- 
kets of the world. Even in Mississippi. 
where there was a land boom, the notes 
of the South Carolina banks made an 
acceptable currency. 

The Advertiser’s compliment to the 
New England banks is not sustained by 
the facts of the case. The statistics re- 
cently furnished by Senator John T. 
Milner, of Alabama, obtained from head- 
quarters at Washington, show that the 
New England banks always had a 
smaller percentage of coin than the 
southern banks for the redemption of 
their notes! 

In a speech in congress last fall Sena- 
tor Voorhees declared that nobody had 
ever lost a cent by a regularly chartered 
state bank. He went on to show that 
some of the so-called free banks of the 
west had collapsed, but the regular 
banks stood even the shock of the war 
and paid dollar for dollar. 

There is not a single fact in The Ad- 
vertiser’s editorial. That paper has fre- 
quently contradicted its present state- 
meént that the south is poorer than ever. 
The fact that this section has passed 
through the recent financial depression 
almost untouched is a complete answer 
to this charge. 

One more point. For seventy-five years 
—when this nation increased from 
5,000,000 to 40,000,000—state banks fur- 
nished our only paper currency. We 
traded with this money—became pros- 
perous, and it gave us the resources and 
the credit that enabled the two sections 
to carry on their great civil war. No 
wild cat currency could have accom- 
plished so much. é 


The Abuse of Receiverships. 

Is it not about time that the people 
give consideration to the matter of the 
abuse of receiverships, which is becom- 
ing more serious day after day? 

There is no possible doubt but that the 
receivership laws of the state are entire- 
ly too sweeping, and that they are sus- 
ceptible of such easy abuse as to often 
unnecessarily endanger business inter- 
ests. 

We often hear of this firm, or that 
firm, or another firm being thrown into 
the hands of a receiver on the applica- 
tion of three creditors. Such firms may 
be entirely solvent, and may be thrown 
into receivership litigation by three per- 
sons who hold claims probably amount- 
ing to not more than $25 each. 

As there is, of course, no remedy at 
hand for defective laws that may exist, 
the judges of the state have it in their 
power to see that these laws -ar@ not 
abused. They should be very careful in 
this matter of throwing business insti- 
tutions into the hands of receivers, even 
temporarily, on ex parte statements. 
Application for a receivership is a very 
serious thing, and even temporary ac- 
tion often. injures institutions which 
would have no trouble. if not handicap- 
ped by such proceedings, 

Let the judges of the state think about 
this matter, and see to it that,the re- 
ceivership laws of the state -are not 
abused. oe 


According to the: view of some, “the 
old lady of Threadneedle street,” as the 
Bank of England is called, is about to 
get herself into serious trouble. 

Mr. Wilson, the editor of The Invest- 
ors’ Review, of London, and one of the 
best known authorities on finance, says 
in his paper that if the affairs of the 
Bank of England are allowed to drift, 
as heretofore, since the act of 1884, it 
will end in a collapse compared with 
which the Baring collapse will dwindle 
into insignificance. Mr. Wilson con- 
tinues: 

We are driven to the conclusion by the 
result of many years’ close observation of 
the bank, which has been forsaking its own 
published discount rate and plunging into 
regions it does not understand. This draws 
second and third class business, whereby 
it sometimes realizes nasty losses. An ex- 
cellent example of this is the way the bank 
was involVed in the Murrietas diffichlties. 

Little concerning the true condition of 
the bank is known, and there is no hope 
for a permanent improvement in the bank’s 
position by making @ scapegoat of Cashier 
May. The directors are responsible for mis- 
dealing the bank’s money for the state 
provident fund and: for the whole unhappy 
business, of which merely a glimmering 
has come to light.

PERMANENT ORGANIZATION BEGUN 


And Other Steps Taken at the Meet- 
ing Yesterday Afternoon.

The Cotton States and Internationd] ex- 
position—that is the name which the com- 
mittee has adopted—took seve¢al strides for- 
ward and upward "yesterday when the com- 
mittee of twenty-five held an important 
meeting. a 

That meeting was held at the omée of 
Colonel W. A. Hemphill at 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon. There was a large attendance; 
everybody was enthusiastic; important work 
was accomplished and in every fespect it 
was a notable meeting. 

The gentlemen comprising the committee 
were on hand prompily at the hour named 
in the call. Mr. Inman, Captain Grant, Gov- 
ernor Bullock, Dr. Spalding, Major Fitten, 
Captain English and Colonel Wylie were 
among the earlier arrivals, and #iortly af- 
ter they had greeted Chairman Hemphill 
other members of the committee dropped 
in. Those present at the meeting were 
Chairman Hemphili aa@fl Messrs, Inman, 
Bullock, Howell, Amorous, Collier, Spalding, 
Woodson, Fitten, Palmer, English, Cham- 
berlin, Oglesby, Kontz, Adair and Cabaniss.

I 
desire to read the resolution and move its

The resolution was as follows: 
“Resalved, That a special building of this 
xposition be set aside for the display of 
women’s work and that all American wo- 
men, and especitlly southern born wonnen, 
ibe asked to contribute toward the exhibits 
ade therein; the exhibits not to consist 
alone of the fruits of the ordinary pursuits 
pf women, but that a special feature be 
made of the attainments of women in the 
arts and in literature.”’ 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 

The Name Agreed Upon. 

Judge Howard Palmer, for the committee 
bm name stated that the committee had 
selected the name of ‘Cotton States and 
ran-American.”” He said that the eommit- 
tee wes not particularly wedded to this 
hame but threw it out in suggestion and 
hoped that any other member of the gener- 
al committee would make any suggestion 
which they might see fit.

Mr. Collier, as chairman of the commit- 
on organization, introduced his report 
ith a short statement. 

“When the committee prepared its report,’’ 
aid he, ** they were of the opinion that it 
ould be better for us not to take any steps 
oward permanent organization until the 
harter was obtained and we could go into 

legal permanent organization. Fut since 

e@ met a number of gentlemen have sug- 
ested that it would be better to go ahead 
nd make what’ we might term a perman- 
nt temporary organization. That is a 
permanent organization subject to ratifi- 
ation by the stockholders of the exposi- 
ion company when it is regularly formed. 
After thinking the matter over I have de- 
ided to draw a report embodying this last 
ew and submit it in addition to the other 
eport.

permanent organization, but those I have

It was the sense of the meeting that the

“that we have with us Captain Raoul who, 
as president of the great line’ through Mex- 
ico, can be of very great value to our ex- 
position and who, I know, is heartily in 
favor of it. I would suggest that we hear 
from Captain Raoul.” 

“Indeed, I am sure we will all be de- 
Mghted to do so,”’ said Chairman Hemphill, 
“and in behalf of the members of the com- 
mittee I tuke pleasure in cailing on Cap- 
tain Raoul,” 

“I did not come here with any idea of 
making a speech,” said Captain Raoul, 
“but I can tell you that I am heartily in 
favor of this exposition and I will do ev- 
erything in my power to help it. You esk 
me about Mexico. Well, Mexico is always 
ready, through her government and through 
her private interests, to come forward and 
make exhibits when properly invited. I 
see by the papers that Minister Romero, 
whom I Know very well, has said that, if 
invited to do so, the Mexican governm®nt 
will send to Atlanta the great exhibition of 
Mexican resources which was displayed at 
Chicago. Now, you may count upon it 
that everything that Mexico will send will 
be very different from anything that comes 
from our own country and will, therefore, 
be of very great interest and a great at- 
traction for the exposition. 

’ “yerything that our railroad can do we 
will be very glad indeed to do because we 
know that such an exposition would EaAve 
a great tendency to build up commerce De- 
tween this country and Mexico. Mexico 
furnishes a very great market for manu- 
factured articles; everything of that kind 
comes from abroad. Right’ now there is 
great competition between the United 
States and England for that market. 
Within the last ten years there has been 
a great change in the direction of this 
commerce. I mean that before the great 
railways were built into Mexico from this 
country the trade was almost entirely with 
Europe, ships unloading at Vera Cruz. 
This has been greatly changed by the rail- 
roads and the more expositions of the kind 
you propose and the greater the intercourse 
between the people of these two countries, 
the greater will be this commerce between 
the United States and that rich field whih 


r I have spoken of. 


‘This exposition will be a great oppor- 
tunity for the south, particularly to in- 
crease its commerce with Mexico. About 
a year ago our road got up the idea of 
taking manufacturers down there and let- 
ting them see the wants of the people 60 
that they could be governed by this knowl- 
edge in making the articles which they 
have to sell. They stayed down there near- 
ly a morth andthe good effects of that 
visit have been most apparent. This expo- 
sition will have a similar good effect and 
I am sure you may count on the hearty co- 
operation of the Mexican government.” 

“T would like to ask Captain Raoul,” sa‘d 
Mr. Howell, ‘“‘what is the best way to se- 
cure that co-operation?’ Captain Raoul 
suggested that the better way would be to 
have the invitation extended through the 
national government and then after that 
it would be well to send a committee down 
to the City of Mexico. 

The Charter Determined Upon. 

Judge Palmer, to whom was left the mat- 
ter of drafting an application for a char- 
ter, read his report, prefacing it with a 
statement that he hoped that any member 
of the committee who had any suggestions 
to make would not hesitate to do so. 

The original draft of the charter fixed 
the minimum amount of the stock at $1,000,- 
000. Captain English moved that the mini- 
mum amount be $200,000, as under the law 
the full minimum amount must be sub- 
scribed before anything can,be done. This 
change was agreed to by the committee. 
Two or three minor changes were sugg¢st- 
ed in the verbiage and then, on motion of 
Captain English, the matter was recommit- 
ted to the committee with powc® to act. 

This form of application is couched in 
very general terms, but under it the com- 
pany is allowed the broadest possible scope 
—not to come in conflict, of course, with 
the laws of the United States or of Geor- 
gia. The charter is to run for twenty years 
and the company is given the right to in- 
crease its capital stock to $5,000,000. The 
personal liability of stockholders is only 
to the amount of their unpaid stock. The 
special provision covering the exposition 
provides that it shall be an _ exposition 
exhibiting the resources and products of 
the ‘‘cotton states and other states of the 
United States and of other countries.” 

Vacancies on the Committee. 

Dr. Spalding moved that the chairman be 
empowered to fill all vacancies on the 
committees by appointment. This was 
unanimously adopted. ons 

“At the last meeting,’”’ said Mr. Inman, 
‘“T was instructed to fill the vacancy caus- 
ed by the resignation of Mr. Stahiman. I 
suggest that it be filled by the appoint- 
ment of Mr. B. F. Walker.” 

Everybody agreed with Mr. Inman. 

Dr. Spalding said that Mr. Kingsbery, 
who was his partner, could not be with the 
committee, as both members of the firm 
could not be active members of the com- 
mittee, and it was not right to take two 
men from the same firm. Mr. Kingsbery’s 
resignation was accepted with regrets. 

Mr. Inman suggested Captain Raoul to 
succeed Mr. Kingsbery, and Mr. Chamber- 
lin suggested Mr. Hugh Inman’s name for 
the vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Mr. Elsas. ’ 

“I had decided,’’ said Colonel Hemphill, 
“to appoint those two gentlemen and had 
just made a minute to that effect here be- 
fore me. I know we will all be delighted 
to have those gentlemen with us and it is 
not putting it too strong to say that we 
need both of them.”’ 

The chairman was empowered to appoint 
the other five gentlemen to complete the 
committee so as to make it thirty as con- 
templated in the report of the committee 
on permanent organization and several 
names were suggested to him. The appoint- 
ments are to be made at his leisure. 

The Location Determined Upon. 

When the report on location was called 
for, Mr. Howell rose and said: 

“IT have here the report signed by four 
members of the committee. Colonel Hemp- 
hill has read the letter of Mr. Siarvaisoll, 
the fifth member, explaining his absence 
and you have noted his request that we 
postpone action. He is the only member 
of the committee who is not agreed on this 
report and I Know he takes a great deal of 
interest in this- question. We thought it 
better, however, to submit our report to the 
committee and let it act or postpone action 
as it sees fit. Mr. Howell's report read as 


follows: . 

‘We the undersigned members of the com- 
mittee on location respectfully report that 
we have given the matter of location of 


the proposed exposition careful considera-, 


tion and we are of the opinion that if sat- 
isfactory transportation arrangements can 
be made and satisfactory terms agreed 
upon with the Piedmont Exposition Compa- 
ny, the exposition of 1895 should be held on 
the grounds of the Piedmont Exposition 
Company. It will be remembered that there 
are nearly two hundred acres of land be- 
longing to this company, only about seven- 
ty-five of which have been heretofore used 
for exposition purposes. We are confident 
that satisfactory arrangements can be 
made to secure the whole 200 acres, which 
is particularly well adapted for exposition 


purposes. as 2 
“We make this recommendation contin- 
satisfactory transporte- 
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cannot be done we would suggest that 
there are several other locations that have 
been offered which will merit the careful 
consideration of the exposition directors. 
“CLARK. HOWELL, 
“JOSEPH KINGSBERRY, 
“Ss. F. WOODSON, 
“C. A. COLLIER.” 

“In submitting. our report,” said Mr. 
Howell, “tag committee want to gay that 
they were actuated in their decision by two 
considerations especially. First, there is 
nothfng so apt to endanger strife as a 
controversy on the subject of location. 
With a lot of localities striving to secure 
what they consider a prize, there is very 
apt to be a clash of interests and a con- 
troversy, which would not be of any value, 
to say the least, to the exposition. The 
second consideration is that in an enter: 
prise of this kind a contribution of $150,009 
or $200,000 is a great consideration. If we 
had miclions of dollars at our control we 
might go ahead and select an ideal place 
and not stop to consider the amount of 
money to be considered in getting it into 
shape. As it is, however, we find out here 
an exposition ground, splendidly located 
close to the city, with thorough street 
railway and electric light equipment, with 
driveways to it and all that. As we say in 
our report, of the 200 acres owned by the 
exposition company only seventy-five have 
been utilized heretofore. We make our 
recommendation, as you see, contingent 
upon proper transportation arrangements 
being made, and Wwe believe if that is done 
the location is the one whith should be se- 
lected.” 

Captcin Eng‘tsh moved that the recom- 
mendation be adopted, which motion was 
unanimously carried. 

Mr. Harman suggested that perhaps it 
might be well to give the committee 
, power to make the transportation 
arrangements suggested in their report. 
Mr. Collier, who was a member of the com- 
mittee, objected to this on the ¢ground that 
there were better men than those on the 
committee to lay this raatter before the 
railroads, as others had large dealings with 
tne railroads, and he thought it was better 
to take up one thing ut a time. 

Captain Grant Believes in Cash. 

After the adoption of the report of the 
committee on location there was a litt'e 
discussion as to the payment of subscrip- 
tions, specially on the line of what the city 
might do. 

“I believe,” said Captain Grant, who had 
been an interested listener to the discus- 

sions which had taken piace before, but 
had not taken any part in them, “that this 
thing ought to be ru1 on a strictly cash 
basis. I agree with the view that this ex- 
position is going to be of vast direct benefit 
to everybody and that everybody in At- 
lanta should be ready and willing to help. 
| I think the subscriptions to the stock should 
‘be in cash, and only in cash.” 

There was some Httle talk of different 
pians by which the city would give its aid, 
and it was finally determined to leave all 
that to the executive committee. Captain 
Eng-ish said he had no doubt whatever but 
the city would give every substantial aid to 
the enterprise «nd he knew that the execu- 
tive committee would have no trouble in de- 
v-sing a plan by which this would be done 

P*rmanent Organization Begun. 

Mr. Howeli suggested that the comm.ttee 
proceed to the permanent organization ac- 
cording to the report read by Mr. Collier 
and adopted. 

“I don’t believe,’ said he, “that there 
ouzht to be any delay whatever in this im- 
portant matter. If we wait until the char- 
ter is procured that means that we act 
under a temporary organization for at least 
a month, and it is obvious that not nearly 
as much can be accomplished under a tem- 
porary organization as a permanent one. 
I think every meeting of this committee 
should Be a decided step forward toward the 
grand success for which we are all work- 
ing.’’ 

Mr. Forrest Adair endorsed Mr. Hewell's 
statement. ‘“‘When you are going to organ- 
izm a bank,’’ said he, “‘the people want to 
kuew who are going,to run it. The eyes “f 
the people are on us and there must be no 
possible delay that we can help.” 

»-Mr. Inman urged that it was not best to 
get too fast. He thought that there was a 
great deal involved in the election of per- 
manent officers, especially of secretary and 
manager. He believed that the better way 
was to appoint a subcommittee to suggest a 
permanent organization at the next meeting. 

Mr. English didn’t believe in the election 
ofa permanent secretary and manager now, 
He had not made up his mind as to the 
director generalship and wanted time to 
think about it. 

Mr. Inman, to bring the matter to a head. 
moved that the election at this meeting be 
confined to the presidency and treasurership. 
This was adopted. 

Mr. Inman then moved that Colonel 
Hemphill be selected as president, and that 
sentleman was unanimously elected. Dr. 
Spalding nominated Captain R. J. Lowry as 
treasurer, and he was also unanimously 
elected. 

Mr. Howell moved the appointment of the 
committee of five to recommend officers for 
the other positions according to the report 
of the committee which had been adopted, 
this committee to report at the next meet- 
ing. This motion prevailed. The chair ap- 
pointed Messrs. Inman, Oglesby, Collier, 
Adair and Spalding.

 ARLPING ALONG. 


The Working Men Want to Help the Ex- 
position All They Can with Work. 


ARE READY WITH MONEY AND LABOR 


A210 All of Them Say That They Will Pay 
for Work Wre-e They Cannot Do 
It Themselves. 


Of all the Aflantians who are in favor of 
the exposition none are more eo than the 
people who make their living by work. 

The carpenters, the blacksmiths, the stone 
masons, the plasterers, the painters, all 
want the exposition and they want it enough 
to give all the aid they can in the most gub- 
stuntial way. 

Members ce all the .crafts named have 
expressed themselves in favor of the show, 
and in doing so have declared that they 
were willing to give work in the place of 
money to help the enterprise along. 

Every day this week The Constitution 
office has been visited by mechanics rep- 
resenting all the branches of trade and 
the visitors came for the purpose of saying 
that they were for the show and that they 
wanted to do something to help it along. 
Every one of them in talking showed @ 
deep interest in the work and declared 
that if they could do anything to help 
the movement along they would be glad to 
do so. 

“The truth is,” said one of the men who 
called, “we may not be able to give any 
money to amount to anything to the expo- 
sition, but we are able to give work. A 
few evenings ago several of us were talk- 
ing about the matter and we finally con- 
cluded to offer the gentlemen managing the 
exposition a day’s work in every week 
for a time. 

“Our idea is this,” the speaker went on, 
“we want work—not us, but many of the 
best mechanics in the city who are out of 
work and are hunting for it. Those who 
have places like I have do not need the 
work. Now, to help ourselves and to 
help the exposition, we decided that we 
were willing to work six days in the week, 
draw pay for five and give the exposition 
one. That would not only help the expo- 
sition, but it would help the men who are 
out of work, aril it is the opinion of all the 
workingmen of the city that that plan 
would prevail all over the city. Now, as 
for myself, and I think I speak for every 
man in the city who, like I, has a regular 
job, I am willing to leave my job one day 
in the week and give the days work to 
the exposition company, or I'm willing to 
pay a good man one day’s work and stay 
at my bench, and I know many more of 
the best workingmen who are willing to do 
the same thing.’ 

This was the way in which all of the 
visitors talket and in their talk there was 
a ring of sinverity which showed that At- 
lanta could call upon its workingmen as 
quickly as upon its capitalists when help 
is needed. 

A canvass of the shops shows too that 
the workingmen are heartily in favor of the 
exposition, and that they will do anything 
in their power to help the movement along. 
In all the shops they say that Atlanta has 
been clever to them, and that they want 
to return it by doing something and that 
they will give either of money @r labor to 
assist the exposition on to success. 

“That Atlanta should have the expos!- 
tion,” said Mr. John McLeod, of the East 
Tennessee shops, “there is no doubt. At- 
lanta gave the first show after the centen- 
nial and it started all the world to thinking. 
We all know why they thought. It was be- 
cause the exposition was one of the largest 
and most successful ever known. This one 
now peing discusged is of more importance 
than apy we have ever had, and if it is pull- 
ed off right we will find that Atlanta will be 
a bigger town in a short time than she is 
now. The workingmen all over the city will 
do all they can for it, and if they haven’t 
money to give they have labor. So, while 
the gentlemen who are managing the move- 
ment are thinking about the money they 
may remember that the workingmen of the 
city are ready to give their mite either 
in money or work for the exposition.’’ 

“Out this way,” said Mr..Gene Adams, at 
the Richmond and Danville shops, ‘‘every- 
body is for the big show and we are all 
ready to give what we can for the work. 
We may not be able to go down in our pock- 
ets and help out, but our muscle is here to 
push the enterprise along as well as we 
know how,*or if any one knows better, 4a 
well as we are commanded.”’ 

“Everybody in the Western Atlantic 
shops,’ said Mr. Deihl, ‘is for the exposi- 
tion, and all the people of Atlanta have to 
do is to call on us. We are ready with a 
small piece of money or a big piece of mon- 
ey, just as the gentlemen who are doing the 
calling ask. The best way to do fis to try 
us and see.” 

“Every carpenter in the city,’’ said Mr. 
King, ‘‘would be glad to help the move- 
ment along. We all live in Atlants and 
we all love Atlanta. There are many good 
workmen of all kinds here who are not en- 
gaged, and they would jump at the chance 
of the work and would go at it with the 
understanding that they were to give one 
day a week for a limited length of time to 
the association. Then the carpenters who 
have jobs regularly and who would not care 
to leave them would be willing to give ons 
day’s pay to the association for the benefit 
of the men who are working there. There 
would be no want of. willingness on the 
part of the workingmen to help the work 
along.”’ , 

“I think,” said E. W. Langston, “that 
the best thing the workingmen can do is to 
help the plan along by working for it, 
either through their pockets or through 
their work. I have a good place, but I’m 
ready to give either a day’s work or to pay 
a man to work a day in my place. That is 
all we need. Give us enough men who will 
give a day’s work and we will put up the 
buildings without any trouble.” 3 

“Building exposition buildings isn’t just 
in my line,”’ said Engineer Bussey, ‘‘neither 
is going into my pocket to help things 
along. But this is one time I’m ready to 
give either a day’s work. or to pay the 
price of a man who will do a day’s work.

Others are: Belgium 
$26; the United States $26.02; the Nether- 
lands $24.34. In China, with a population 
of 402,700,000, the per capita is but $1.80, all 
in silver. Following China in this respect, 
Roumania has a circulation yer capita of 
$4.60; Servia $4.27; Sweden $2.71: Turkey 
$2.39; Central American states. $3.78; Japan 
$4: India $3.44, against a population of 287,- 
200,000; Hayti $4.90; the United Kingdom

Atwéod Violett & Co.’s Cotton Letter, 
By Private Wire to J. C. Knox, Manager. 

NEW YORK, January ‘.—For the cotton 
week ending tomorrow, there will be in 
Sight 5,575,000 bales, and therefore to realize 
the figures that have been held over the 
market for three months there must come 
into sight after tomorrow until September 
ist more than 2,100,000 bales according to 
the dictum of the joint account of the es- 
timating and betting combination. We 
must apologize for our frequent reference 
to this particular phase of the cotton, but 
the absurdity of it; so far as it has been 
made so by the predietions of a few men in 
estimating a large crop, makes the subject 
ludicrous, and our purpose is to put those 
who are responsible for it in that light. 
The serious side of the question is, as we 
have frequently mentioned before now, 
that Mr. Neill has doubtless prevented the 
spinner from going into the market on a 
large scale to the injury of the people who 
have grown the crop. For him, however, 
and his following, there will be no kind 
words by the spinner-before ‘this cotton sea- 
son has ended. If the bears had only been 
able by a continual cry of large crop to 
force prices down still further during Janu- 
ary and February, they would have covered 
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turned 1,750,000 or 7,250,000 bales, they would 
have’ pocketed their profits and the loss ef 
prestige would have been of small account, 
but as the interfor merchant and planter 
would not oblige them by finding more 
bales than did exist the result is that both 
interior and port receipts are decreasing 
most surprisingly. In January, 189, there 
was brought into sight 766,988 bales, an 
amount not likely to be realized this month, 
and yet the crop of 1889 and 18590 was 7,311,- 
000 bales. On the 3ist of December, 1889, 
there had been brought into sight 5,527,000 
bales, and at the end of December, 1893, 
there had been brought into sight 5,419,000 
bales, or 100,000 bales less than the 7,300,000 
crop. This deficiency is likely to be in- 
creased during this month to 170,000 bales 
because it seems most unlikely that the 
amount to come into sight this month will 
exceed 700,000 or 67,000 less than in January, 
1890. Now, these statistics and compari- 
sons the big crop people don’t like to have 
brought to the attention of the cotton world, 
but they have been doing the ostrich busi- 
ness so long that they think the balance of 
the world are fools and that they have all 
the wisdom cf Soldrhon. Supnose, however, 
that as much should come into sight this 
month as in January, 18%, we would still 
be 100,000 bales short of that season and we 
see upon an investigation of February re- 
ceipts in 1890 that there is little or no pros- 
pect of this deficit being reduced during that 
month. Now further, ‘ast year there was 
brought into sight in July and August 192,+ 


474 bales due to corrections at the close of 


the season, while during the same pe. iod 
in the previous year, the 9,000,000 crop, 
there came into sight oly 66,784 bales. 
Then it is very evideat that much of the 
July and August movement of last year 
was due to corrections und should have 
been added to the movement in earlier 
months of last season. Now, if Mr. Neill 
and his followers can get any comfort out 
of these facts they aze welcome. Port re- 
ceipts this week will be about 175,000 baies 
against 121,000 bales last year. Interlor re- 
ceipts this week will be about 26,000 bales 
against 27,000 bales last year. The New Or- 
leans so-called crop authorities telegraphed 
here today as a consolation to themselves 
that the receipts of week after next will 
be larger. The question is what do they 
know about it? We say what we have 
said for the past three months that we 
pay ..0 more attention to what they say 
than if they had said nothing, and being 
from New Orleans we know what wo are 
talking about. In the 5,550,000 bales in 
sight tomorrow are included the port re- 
ceipts, the stocks at twenty-four weekly 
reported towns and Houston, added to 
which is the overland movement to the 
eastern and southern consumption. There- 
fore it means that only 1,700,000 bales are 
held by the southern people at invisible 
towns and plantations., and if in view of 
the small crop they cannot exact higher 
prices by holding it and not shipping it 
then they deserve to drop into the hands 
of the spinner at his own price like a ripe 
apple.

Cotton Exchange Gossip. 

All markets were active yesterday, and 
wheat and cotton scored another advance. 
The closing prices for cotton contracts 
shows an advance of only: about 5 points, 
but at one time during the day prices were 
some 9 to ll points above the closing of 
Wednesday. 


The advance of the past few days has 
been based on a decrease in the receipts, 
both at the ports and interior towns. 


The receipts at the ports are gradually 
falling off, and advices received yesterduy 
by private wire were very encouraging as 
to a decided drop in the interior movement, 
one telegram being received stating that the 
interior receipts would not be as much as 
last year, which were 27,000 bales 


The spot markets are generally firm and 
in most cases % to 3-l6c higher,,and nearly 
all reporting a better demand at the ad- 
vance, but the interior stocks are rapidly 
decreasing, and offers of %c advance are 
being refused, it being generally expected 
that higher prices can be obtained. 


In addition to the foregoing, the demand 
in Liverpool for spot cotton continues, 
spinners taking daily 10,000 to 12,000 bales. 


Spots were unchanged there yesterday, 
but were quoted firm, while the arrival 
market was firm throughout the session 
at an advance of 3 to 4-64d. 


The Daily Stockholder of January 3d Says: 
“The annual statement of the earnings of 
the Fall River mills, as prepared by G. M. 
Haffords & Co., and printed in The Boston 
Journal of Commerce, shows a gratifying 
condition and one that is at this time per- 
haps unequaled in the country. Thirty-four 
corporations, representing fifty-six mills, 
paid in dividends during 1893, $1,622,600, or 
7.9 per cent on a capitalized stock of $20,- 
Advices from the southwest regarding the 
prospects of the dry goods trade are of a 
favorable nature. Business shows signs of 
recuperation upon conservative lines with 
a tendency, however, still to avoid antici- 
pating future wants in buying goods. Sta- 
ple. cottons are moderately active. Print 
cloths show some irregularity, with out- 
side lots reported as low as 2% for sixty-four 
squares, but generally the price is un- 
changed.

Woolen goods show little 
or no improvement, with prices more or less 
irregular.

Hosiery and underwear dull. The jobbing 
trade is fairly active.

NEW YORK, January 4.—The light_re- 
ceipts were not disregarded by Liverpool 
today. Futures opened there at 3-64d ad- 
vance, gained an additional 1-64d, and. clos- 
ed firm at an improvement of 4-64d for the 
day. Spot sales are 12,000 bales. The New 
York market opened at an advance of from 
6 to 7 points and improved 3 or 4 points 
more by 11 o’clock, but realizing sales and 
a palpable attempt to check the advance, 
caused a reaction of 5 or 6 points from the 
highest, but the news that New Orleans 
receipts tomorrow would be comparatively 
light and only 5,000 or 6,000 bales against

ALDERMEN CONCUR IN HARMAN’S PAPER 


That Means That the City of Atlanta Will 
Help the Exposition Along AillIt 
Can from the Treasury.

"The Grand Army of the Republic will 
camp in Atlanta in 1895 if the voice of the 
eity government has anything to do with 
it. 

Monday last when the general council of 
"94 took charge of the affairs of the city, 
Mr. Harman, the new member from the 
sixth made his entry in the legislative body 
memorable by introducing a resolution 
appropriating $100 for the purpose of induc- 
ing the Grand Army of the Republic to 
meet in Atlanta in "9. 

“The truth is,’’ said Mr. Harman, ‘the 
members of the Grand Army of the Republic 
are anxfous to camp in Atlanta and Atlanta 
should be glad to secure the army. I'm 
not well versed yet in the way this body 
works, but I think that if.a committee of 
three, a special committee, were appointed 
to get to work on the matter at once, that 
the camip could ‘be brought to Atlanta in 
‘95 when the great exposition is to be held, 
The Grand Army would be one of the big- 
gest crowds the exposition could offer. Of 
course, this $100 mentioned in the resolution 
would have little to do with the expenses. 
The idea of that apprepriation, I believe 
that is what you call ‘it, would be to al- 
jow the special committee time to correspond 
with the officers of the Grand Army. The 
$100 would about pay the postage bill and 
would, may be, pay for some of the sta- 
tionery the committee would use,” 

The resolution passed the general council 
by the unanimous vote of the body, and 
was among the papers on the -clerk’s table 
which were bundled for the aldermanic 
board. 

The board of aldermen met in regular ses- 
sion yesterday and before the paper was 
brought up there was some doubt as to what 
the body would do with it. The full board 
was present when Mayor Pro Tem. Broyles 
called the body to order, and when Clerk 
Woodward drew the paper from the bundle 
before the board those interested in the 
suestion drew around the body. 

“This,” said the clerk, ‘is the resolution 
of Mr. Harman, of the sixth, asking for 

he appropriation of $100 for the use of a 
special committee of the council to secure 
he Grand Army of the Republic camp in 

tlanta for ’9” 

“Well, I move,” said Mr. Howell, the new 
member from the sixth, “‘that the resolution 
be concurred in.” 

“And I second 
Boyd. 

' Mr. Stephens advocated the adoption of 

e resolution, while Mr. Harralson declared 
that he wanted a chance to vote for it. 

“That’s all I want,’”’ said Mr. Colvin, “a 
Chance to vote for it.’’ 

Without a dissenting vote the board con- 
curred in the action of the council in pass- 
ing the $100 and Mr. Harman, the maker 
of the resolution, was pleased with the 
result, so much so that he passed from the 
tToom smiling and bowing to the members of 
the board. 

There is but one thing now between the 
city’s actual endorsement of the exposition 
and a promised endorsement of it and that 
is the approval .of that resolution by the 
mayor. . 

All. resolutions calling for the expendi- 
ture of money must originate in the gener- 
al council and after having passed that 

y, Must go to the aldermanic board for 
& concurrence or non-concurrence. A con- 
currence means that the aldermen think 
the bill should be allowed, and then the 
paper.bearing the endorsement of the two 
bodies goes to the mayor for his signature 
or his veto. This is the last step in the 
making good of a bill, and it is within the 
power of the mayor to kill a bill even after 
it has. passed both branches of the city 
council. 

Today the resolution. will be transmitted 
to the mayor by the clerk, who will see 
by the entries on the paper that it has gone 
through both branches of the city legisla- 
ture, and that it only awaits his signature 
to become a final law. That Mayor Good- 
win will return the paper to Clerk Wood- 
ward approved goes without saying. The 
mayor. nas expressed himself warmly in 
favor of the exposition, and will do ‘all in 
his power to make it a success. He has 
shown that the people of Atlanta should 
give the proposed show all the support it 
possibly can muster, and before the gates 
of the great show are thrown open, Mayor 
Goodwin’s word will be made more than

“WEST END POLICE. 


Chief Connolly Has the Old Force to 
Return to Duty. 


IMPORTANT BOARD MEETING MONDAY 


It Is Expected That Many Improvements 
Will Be Made—Patrolmen Who 
Expect Promotion. 


Chief Connolly yesterday instructed Mar- 
shal Caldwell and his force of four patrol- 
men to resume police control of West End 
under the supervision of the general police 
department of the city. This was found 
necessary on account of the inadequate 
size of the police force as at present con- 
stituted. Marshal Caldwell and his men 
will patrol the seventh ward until Monday 
at the earliest, and it is extremely probable 
that they will wear Atlanta uniforms after 
that time. 

Last Monday Chief Connolly instructed the 
captains to send two men from each watch 
to West End for police duty, and this took 
six men from. their beats inside the city. 
The force’ was already too small, and it 
was at once found that it was almost im- 
practicable to spare the six men to West 
End; therefore Marshal Caldwell was sent 
for by the chief and instructed to continue 
on duty. 

Next Monday afternoon a very important 
meeting of the board will be held, and many 
things about the future workings of the 
department will be settled. Those connected 
with the department are looking forward 
to the meeting with a great deal of interest, 
as it is understood that business of consid- 
erable moment will be transacted. 

There has been no meeting of the finance 
committee, and consequently it is not 
known how much money will be allowed 
the police department thia year, but it is 
thought that the commissioners will have 
an understanding before Monday’s meeting 
of the board and will proegeed accordingly. 
The small army of men that have applica- 
tions for places on the force before the 
board expect action to be taken on their 
applications at the Monday meeting, and 
they will hardly be disappointed. 

Patrolmen PR. L. Luck, V. R. Bailey, J. 
D. Irby and A. E. Blackstone, who, with 
Marshal Caldwell, have constituted the 
West End police force, will probably be 
elected members of the force. They are 
all good men and have strohg recommenda- 
tions. 

Ambitious patrolmen have been stirring 
about during the past fetr days with a 
view to promotion. The creation of the new 
police substation at West End, .which is 
practically assured, and the possible erec- 
tion of another in the fourth ward 
will create several new places, and 
there are not a few patrolmen 
who expect to be elevated into them. Two 
or three new sergeants will be necessary, 
and already there are patrolmen pluming 
themselves in anticipation of their ser- 
geants’ stripes: There will be three sta- 
tion house keepers also to be elected, and 
the clerical minded officers have their eyes 
turned in that direction. For sergeants’ 
places Patrolmen Robert Rrazelton and 
Charles Burks and Detective Wooten have 
been mentioned, although neither is an an- 
nounced candidate. 

Chief Connolly has been at work some 
days dividing the city into police districts, 
on a metropolitan plan, and he expects 
carry out this plan after the meeting of 
the board. 


CLOSE TO SUBTERRANEAN FIRE 


Are the Feet of Those Who Walk on 
the Burning Sands of Death Valley. 
From The San Francisco Call. 

Mr. Frederick Momson’s lecture on 
“Death Valley,’? which was delivered at 
Metropolitan temple on Friday, added some- 
thing to our knowledge of One of the most 
curious spots in the state. It was a year or 
two after the discovery of gold that its 
existence was made known by the frightfu. 
destruction of an immigrant party by 
thirst within its limits. 

The immigrants were coming in through 
Nye county, Nevada; they crossed a pass 
in the Parasg nt moumains and struck into 
the valley, where their skeletons lie to this 
day. Some ten years afterward the United 
States boundary commission surveyed the 
valley and pronounced it to be the bed of a 
former lake, which had been drained in 
one of the last volcanic convulsions on this 
side of the mountains. Since then it has 
been visited by occasional explorers and 
gatherers of borax, but as it contains no 
water, as the air is impregnated with me- 
phitic gases, and as the thermometer some- 
times registers as much as 140 degrees in 
the shad summer, visitors have been 
few and far between. 

Yet it is an interesting spot. It is part of 
the belated world, to.which the Great Sait 
lake, the subterranean river of Majave and 
the Colorado desert belong, and of which 
the geysers of Sonoma are an offshot. As 
Greenland is a relic of the last glacial age, 
so this distressed region is a surviving 
relic of the latest igneous age; an era when 
nothing was finally settled, and fire and 
water were contending for supremacy over 
the soi:. Similar regions exist in southern 
Calabria and in the vicinity of the Dead 
sea in Palestine; the volcanic force lias so 
far lost its primitive energy that earth- 
quakes are light, and there are no erup- 
tions; but the volcanic gases continue to 
escap@ in such quantity that travel is at- 
tended with danger to life, and the water 
springs are polluted with salt, sulphus and 
poisonous ingredients. In the California 
Solfatara excessive heat is added to the 
other horrors of the p:ace. The center of the 
va.ley is hotter than Sennaar, and the only 
animal life is a few specimens of tropical 
reptiles. 

Mr. Momson is reported to have said that 
the bottom of the valley is the lowest de- 
pression on the earth’s surface. This is not 
strictly correct. The lowest levels obtained 
in Death Valley are about 430 feet below 
the sea, whereas the surface of the Dead 
sea in Palestine is 1,200 feet below. But the 
hole which goes by the name of Death Val- 
ley is pretty deep. The crust of the earth 
throughout the valleys of San Bernardino 
and Inyo counties must be very thin. The 
traveler's feet are separated from the inter- 
nal body of everlasting fire by a slim sheet 
of earth and rock, which would offer but 
a slight resistance to seismic force. A few 
miles distant from Death Valley there is 
a region which may be surveyed by the eye 
and which contains a thousand active vol- 
canoes—small of their kind, to be sure, baby 
volcanoes, so to speak, but still actively en- 
gaged in throwing up mud and water. And 
not|many miles away is the range of gran- 
ite mountains, among which Mount Whit- 
ney rears its head through the clouds; sol- 
id masses of primeval rock which must 
have worn the shape in which we see them 
now when the plain at their feet was a 
seething, raging caldron in which ‘fire and 
water contended for the mastery. 

To see such marvels of nature people cross 
oceans, spend fortunes, and carry their 
lives in their hands. Neither Mauna Loa 
nor Helca offers such wonders to the be- 
holder as Death Valley and the Colorado 
desert. In January and February the heat 
in the valley is bearable—not over 90 degrees 
in the shade. Excursion parties might be 
fitted out with supplies of food and water, 
and, in @ few days, the visitors might see 
enough to realize what the world was like 
in the Plutonic age. The country between 
the. pleasant valleys of the river with their 
fruit trees bustling into blossom, and these 
dreadful deserts with their frightful chasms 
and their hideous inhabitants would be a 
thing not easily forgotten.

An Ex-Convict Who Is Believed to Have 
Found $30,000. 


HE WAS IN JAIL TWENTY-FOUR YEARS 


If He Did Not Hidethe Money Before Con- 
viction, Felipe Moreno May Heve Got 
the Secret from ta Fellow Prisoner. 


San Francisco, January 4.—Another chap- 
<er has been added to the career of Felipe 
Moreno, the desperado who was accused of 
the murder of Dr. Marsh in Contra Costa 
county many years ago. The life of this man 
seems to be made up of incidents that 
would make a very readable and thrilling 
novel. Not very long ago, when the doors 
of St. Quentin opened to make him a free 
man, he was brought into prominencé and 
many a pathetic story was told in cquinec- 
tion with his incarceration. 

This time, however, it is not misfortune 
on the part of Felipe that has brought him 
to the front. His friends say that his 
luck has turned and now fortune smiles 
upon him, for he is said to have found some 
buried treasure amounting to $30,000, which 
is claimed to be blood money. All sorts 
of theories have been advanced about the 
finding of the money, but few know the 
facts. however. 

At the entrance to the grayeyard near 
Pleasanton is an old oak tree, which has 
been there for many years. A short time 
ago excavations were made around the tree, 
and it is said that $30,000 was unearthed by 
Moréno. The money being found, the old 
Mexican hurried away to San Jose, and in 
that city he celebrated his sucecss, so it is 
said. 

The theory has long existed in Alameda 
county that the murderers of Dr. Marsh 
were after both revenge and money. It was 
known all over the counties of Contra 
Costa and Alameda that the doctor was a 
very rich man, and, in fact, always had a 
large sum of money on hand. In those 
days banks were scarce, and the doctor 
was known to be such a careful man that 
he would not even trust public institutions 
with his dollars. It will be remembered that 
while returning home one day he was mur- 
dered near Pacheco in Contra Costa county. 
The assassins laid in wait for the doctor. 
and as he passed along a little gulch one of 
them threw a lariat over his head and 
he was jerked out of his buggy. Then he 
was stabbed, and his body was dragged 
down to a small creek, where it was found 
several hours later. 

The men who committed the murder had 
ample time to go through the doctor’s home 
before the crime was made known. The 
house was situated twenty-five miles from 
the scene of the tragedy, and the murderers 
must have been aware of the fact that on 
that day no one was at home. The circum- 
ftances of the murder all went to show 
that the men had ample time to make a 
search for the doctor’s money before they 
attempted to escape. Some of the relatives 
of the dead man were not satisfied, how- 
ever, that the house or the ‘premises had 
been searched for the money by the mur- 
derers. At all events, the assassins disap- 
peared, and it was several years befvre any 
of them were heard from again. 

After the death of Dr. Marsh some of 
fis relatives made a diligent search for 
the money that they thought the doctor 
must have hidden away either in the house 
or on the ranch. e general belief among 
his people was that he had buried the 
money near the house. Many searches were 
made, but nothing was ever found. This did 
not disabuse the minds of the relatives of 
the fact that Dr. Marsh was a very rich 
man, and that he was known to have plenty 
of money. When they jcame to sum up 
matters they found that he had not left a 
dollar in the world. This seemed to be a 
very strange state of affairs, and not only 
were the relatives surprised, but the bus- 
iness friends of the deceased said that 
they could not understand how it could be 
that the doctor had no money. And s5s0 
the matter passed into history a complete 
mystery. All who were acquainted with 
the facts in the case had their theories, 
but they never turned out to be the right 
ones. 

The arrest of Felipe Moreno at Sacra- 
mento will be remembered by the old-timers. 
He was tried in Contra Costa county and 
convicted of the murder. A young man 
Jhe went to prison and there remained for 
twenty-four years. Governor Markham 
pardoned him a few months ago and Felipe 
has since been breathing the air of freedom. 
So much for the history of the murder, 
the missing money, the conviction of 
Moreno and his release, all of which lead 
up to the story of the finding of the treas- 
ure. 

A few days ago a well-known citizen of 
Pleasanton was attending the funeral of 
Mrs. Hortenstine in that town. On the 
way to the cemetery he gave an old Span- 
fard a ride. Just as they were near the 
cemetery gate the Spaniard spoke his mind 
and called attention to an old oak tree 
that has stood the storm for many a year. 
It is a tree that lives in the memory of 
the oldest inhabitant. In fact, it is a lone- 
some place where this old majestic tree 
stands, near the old county road, like a 
sentinal guarding the entrance to the city 
of the dead. It would be just such a place 
as would’ be selected by persons who de- 
sired to hide their treasure for years, for 
the old tree would mark the spot. 

“Do you see that old tree over there?’ 
remarked the Spaniard, as he _ looked 
thoughtfully at his companion. 

“Yes, that is one of the old-timers,’’ re- 
plied the old citizen. 

“Well, that tree has a history,’’ continued 
the Spanmard in a mysterious way. 

‘‘You notice that around the base excava- 
tions have been made. Now, these excava- 
tions are of a recent date and in connec- 
tion with them there is quite a secret. You 
remember Feiipe Moreno, the Mexican who 
was accused: of the murder of Dr. Marsh 
many years ago? He was seen in this lo- 
cality and he knew the secret of some bur- 
jed treasure. It is said that he located 
that old oak tree and commenced excava- 
ting around the base and was rewarded for 
his trouble by finding 330,000. 

“The story goes tnat as soon as he got 
the money he nurried away and made over 
the hills to San Jose. You know Moreno is 
familiar with all this country, for when he 
was a boy he explored it many times. You 
will now understand why so much interest 
js taken in that old tree by a few of us old 
Spaniards, who knew Moreno in early 
rihe story of the Spaniard seemed to have 
the element of truth about it. There were 
the excavations around the base of the 
tree, made in such a manner as to give the 
‘pppearance that something had been found. 
The man who had been at work did not 
wait to cover up his tracks. Even the oid 
shovel that he worked with was left be- 
hind, and everything seemed to _ indicate 
that the searcher had struck it rich. 

Ww. W. Camron, an Oakiand capitalist, 
who is a son-in-law of the late Dr. Marsh, 
was notified about the find, and he has 
been quietly making an investigation of the 
whole matter. Mr. Camron was seen and 
told what he knew about the matter. “It 
geems to be a strange case,” said Mr. Cam- 
ron. “I have sent my foreman to Pleas- 
anton’in order to make a full investigation 
of the whole matter. I expect that he will 
learn the details and wili then report to 
me. The rumors are being passed in all 
directions about the ens of the treasure. 
When the matter was first ventilated I 
was sent for by a friend of mine in Pieas- 
anton, who told me of a conversation he 
had with a Spaniard while on the way to 

tery.

“You know he served twenty-four rs 
in prison, and during that time he probably 
came to know many valuable secrets from 
the convicts.

Of course it is easy for 
us to present our theories in this matter, 
but, as a matter of fact, it is hard for us 
to get at the truth. The fact still remains 
that the excavation was_made in a quiet 
manner, and that Moreno rted to be 
the party who made it. It is als rted 
that the sum he got was $30,000, and that 
he made his way to San Jose, where he had 
a good time. I have also heard that some 
of his friends warned him rot to have such 
a time and spend his money so freely, on 
else the autherities would be after him. He 
took the advice and acted wpon it, and 
dropped out of ght. J expect to have 
some further particu.ars about the matter 
tomorrow, and will try and unravel this 
latest mystery if it comes my wry.”

IT 18 BELIEVED IN AUGUSTA 


How the New Year Dawns on Southern 
Railroads — The Consolidated Will 
'. Not Be Wrecked—Other News. 


‘There may be some very interesting rail- 


road developments in this corner of the 
south very soon. 

The much-talked-of deal by which the 
Louisville and Nashville will gobble up the 
Georgia railroad and the South Carolina 
rattroad, giving it a through line to the 
South Atlantic coast, comes to the front 
again. 
~ It is known that the vice president of 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad owns 
much of the stock of the South Carolina 
line and that when the property is sold the 
Louisville and Nashville people will more 
than likely come in for a good part of the 
bidding. 

It is denied in Savannah that the Central 
will sell to the Louisville and Nashville its 
interest in the Georgia. 

It is claimed by railroad men there that 
this interest is not for sale. Be that as it 
may, it is very well understood that the 
Georgia railroad is already practically un- 
der the sway of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, and recent developments show. that 
Milton Smith wants to get the pull on the 
other half of the interest of the lease of 
the Georgia jointly shared by the Central 
and the Louisville and Nashville. 

It is said that Mr. Comer, co-receiver of 
the Central, has been offered a price for 
the other half interest in the Georgia. 

It is an old story, however, and there 
is little telling what will come of it. The 
rumor that such a deal is pending with the 
Louisville and Nashville is encouraged by 
the reports from Augusta, but in Savannah 
there seems to be no credence whatever 
given the reports from Augusta. 

It is believed in Savannah that Mr. Comer 
and the Central folks would not consent to 
a shle of the other half interest in the 
Georgia and that besides, the Louisville and 


_ Nashville is not eager at all to purchasett. 


The people in Savannah who keep posted 
on such matters say the Louisville and 
Nashville has already as much railroad 
proyerty on.its hands as it can carry sat- 
isfactorily apd that it will have a hard 
time, indeed, taking care of its own. 

It is said further that the friends of the 
Louisville and Nashville across the water 
are getting pretty uneasy about théir in- 
vestment and that they will want to see 
the Louisville and Nashville take a better 
turn within the next few months. 


A Very Candid Expression. 

There was a very well-known railroad 
man in Atlanta yesterday, and as he stood 
at the cigar counter of the Kimball with 
several other local railroad men, he began 
ta fy something about the promise of tue 
new year for southern railroads. 

He was talking about the year past aud 


how the railroads had suffered, and when. 


asked what he thought of the outlook for 
the year of 18%, this is the way he sized 
the situation up: 

‘1. That this cotton crop has yielded a 
profit to farmers generally, enabling them 
in many instances to discharge all in- 
debtedness and in others to accumulate 
very réspectable sums of ready money. 

‘2? that as a ruie more corn and hogs 
have been produced than in any single 
year since the war. 

“The effect of the foregoing conditions 
should be: 

“1. To diminish the farmers’ borrowing 
demands. 

“) To decrease the amount of meat and 
corn brought from the west. | 

“8 To cause farmers to use an increas 
amount of fertilizers, to improve the con- 
dition of their farms and houses and to ex- 
pend somewhat more than usua. on cloth- 


‘The cotton and fertilizer factories of the 
state are profitably engaged. There is a 
fair prospect of a large distribution of cot- 
ton goods to the west. The fertilizer trade 
is more local, but promises to be very 
large. 

“Fair deductions from the foregoing ac- 
tual and probable conditions are: 

“1. That there will be a large decrease 
in the movement of freight from the west 
into Georgia with a large resultant loss to 
railroad lines from the west. 

‘2. That there may be some increase in 
the movement of artic:es of clothing and of 
furniture. 

*3. That during the fertilizer season the 
local railroads of Georgia will handle an 
increased amount of fertilizers, which will, 
to some e@xtent, offset the loss on western 
products. 

“The interval between the close of the 


fertilizer season and the opening of the | 


next cotton season will probably be one of 
extreme dullness with great reductions in 
earnings on a.l railroads.”’

It is truly gratifying to know that the 
efforts on the part of some lawyers to se- 
cure enough claims to get a receiver for 
the Consolidated railway of Atla:ta have 
failed. 

It was an unworthy effort to wreck a 
splendid piece of property which is owned 
and controlled by Atlanta men. 

It is a home institution and a very great 
institution for the good of Atlanta. To de- 
stroy it would be deplorabie. 

There was nothing done yesterday by 
those who have been seeking. to wreck the 
Consolidated and the fact that no chance 
will be allowed them to file a bill for a re- 
ceiver is received with a genuine relish by 
every good citizen. 

It is more than probable that the plan for 
paying the bondholders that has been out- 
lined in the railroad columns of The Consti- 
tution will go through very safely and 
that no further troublé will result. 

All that is required is that 90 per cent of 
the bondhodldérs shall sign the agreement 
submitted, by which the stockholders are 
to be assessed to pay all the floating in- 
debtedness and then pay the bondholders 
3 per cent interest for the next two years, 
after which to pay the rate of 5 per 
cent interest. 

About 85 per cent of the bondholders 
have already signed this agreement and 
it is safe to say that more than the re- 
quired number will soon be listed. The 
fact is there seems to be no special de- 
sire on the part of the bondhulderr to 
kick against a proposition so fair and just 
as this.

PUT UNDER A #500 BOND. 


J. N. Strickland Who Is Charged with 
Working the Circular Fraud, 

J. N. Strickland, the man who was nab- 

bed by the officers last Wedensday morning 

on the charge of sending out circulars and 


getting money, for which he failed to re-~| 


turn va'ue received, was given a prelimi- 
nary hearing before Judge Broyles yester- 
day morning. 

It was shown in the evidence that he 
had changed his name alternately from 
Strickland to J. 8. Stripling and from the 
latter into S. R. Seaton.., 

He pretended to be the agent for @ book 
and sent out various circulars, according to 
the testimony, one of which was introduced 
in evidence, in which he called attention 
to the merit of the book, and asked fora 
remittance to cover the actual price of the 
publication. 

When he received the money, in answer 
to these circulars, he would put it in his 
pocket and that would be the end of it. 

In order to escape detection he would 
change his geographica! location and ap- 
pear, from time to time, in different por- 
tions of the country, changing his name 
with each removal. 

Complaint was finally made to the au- 
thorities and the matter placed in the hands 
of the postoffice inspector. A “watch was 
Placed on the movements of Strickland 
and he was caught near Douglasville, Ga., 
last Wednesday morning. 

Thi:, in brief, is a gist of the evidence 
that came before the commissioner yester- 
day. 

A number of affidavits, signed by parties 
who had been defrauded by Strickland, 
were read as a part of the testimony. 

It was charged that Strickland had real- 
ized a large sum of‘money from the skillful 
exe.cise of his fraud. He would sign ior 
money ordéts and postal notes which were 
delivered to him in payment for his imagi- 
nary book and then skip to another town, 
changing his name on the way. : 

Whether or not the defendant before 
Judge Broyles yesterday morning is guilty 
of the charges has not as yet been finally 
established. The commissioner, however, 
thought it best to place him under a $500

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Justice Jackson Orders the Central Rail- 
road to Be Sold. 


IT WILL BE SOME TIME NEXT FALL 


The Southwestern Geis a Severance, and 
May Savo Itself from the Hammer, 
Céntral Will Be Offered First. 


‘Washington, January 4.—(®pecial.)—The 
Central rai‘,oad will not be sold before 
some time in October or November. That 
is just what is meant by the decree of 
Justice Jackson as finally formulated and 
read today before the great array of coun- 
sel. Several alterations were made in the 
original decree and the lawyers spent two 
hours in fixing it up this afternoon. The 
limit of time allowed the Central railroad 
to pay its share of the tripartite bonds was 
fixed at July Ist. If not then paid the com- 
missioner is directed to advertise not less 
than eight weeks the sale of the Central 
road, and a‘so of the Southwestern railroad, 
but the Southwestern road is permitted at 
any time up to the day of the sale to pay 
up its shares of the tripartite bonds and 
prevent the sale. The sale cannot possibly 
take place under these terms before Sep- 
tember Ist and the probability is that it 
will not be before October or November. 
The decree was also altered so as to require 
the Central railroad to be sold first, and 
leave was granted to the Southwestern to 
take an appeal. This is to be perfected 
heredfter when a. supersedas bond is to 
be presented to the court. The appeal will 
be heard by the circuit court cf appea.s, 
sitting in New Orleans. 

Application was made by the receivers of 
the Central to issue certificates chargeable 
against the Savannah and Western for 
$800,000 advance made on account of thai 
road. The court allowed the bondholders to 
be made parties, ordered a reference and 
set the matter for hearing March Ist, at 
which time other matters are to be brought 
up. Today the court allowed the receivers 
of the Central to purchase 1,5 tons of 
steel rails to be laid on the Southwestern. 
This was dotte over the objection made by 
the attorneys of the Southwestern. 

A Change in the Decree. 

Perhaps the most important change made 
in the decree today was this: Under the 
decree as originally fory.:nulated the South- 
western was to be offered for sale first 
separately and then thé Centra: was to be 
sold separately. Then the two were to be 
sold together, and it was provided that if 
the aggregate price bid for the two roads 
when put up to be sold together should ex- 
ceed the aggregate for the two roads when 
put up to be sold separately, the bid for the 
two roadis when put up to be sold together 
should be accepted and the property 
knocked off to the bidder buying the two 
roads jointly. 

At the hearing this morning the counsel 
for the Southwestern earnestly resisted the 
right of the court to sell the Southwestern 
jointly with the Central and insisted that 
if sold at al it should be sold separately. 
‘the decree was then so changed that the 
roads are to be sold separately and not 
jointly, unless the Central When sold should 
fai. to realize two-thirds of the tripartite 
bonds. As two-thirds of the _ tripartite 
bonas is only a little over $3,000,000 the 
Central will certainly bring more than that 
amount. So there will be no joint sale of 
the roads. 

After full consultation among the at- 
torneys of the Southwestern it was deemed 
best not to apply to the court at this time 
for the net.earnings of the Southwesern or 
for the restoration of thé road to the com- 
pany. 

It was thought important that the appeal 
shoul” be perfected before either of these 
applications were made. 

All of the attorneys in the case except 
Major Bacon left Washington this evering.

IT MUST SECEDE. 


Captain Raoul Says the Southwestern 
Must Pull Out of the Central. 
From The Savannah Press. 

Atlanta, Ga., January 1—To the Editor 
of The Press—Sir: A friend has sent me 
copies of The Press of December 28th and 
29th which I only received today. Will you 
Kindly allow me space to correct the erro- 
neous impression that your comments on 
Southwestern railroad matters are likely to 
coivey, and to make one suggestion. As to 
the corrections: 

First. The resolutions passed by the 
Southwestern board on December 27th were 
the result of the efforts of the committee 
appointed by the board to assistin the gen- 
eral business of protecting the interest of 
the stockholders. The presiaent was re- 
quested to call a meeting for December 27th 
before the drafting of the resolutions were 
completed, and they Were only perfected in 
time for me to bring them with me when I 
left New York to attend the meeting. An 
accident threw mé with one member of the 
board the day before the meeting, and I 
read and discussed them with him as I 
should have done with any other member had 
opportunity offered. So far as 1 know and 
believe no other member of the board knew 
anything about the matter till the board 
met. If there was any surprise it must 
have been a surprise to all alike. Three 
members declined to vote, but mage no ar- 
gument against the policy contemplated by 
the resolutions. 

Second. The resolutions do not contem- 
plate that the Southwestern shall bear a 
mortgage of $6,000,000. If that amount is 
issued it will be the debt of the three prop- 
erties consolidated. If they are not consol- 
idated the debt contemplated upon the 
Southwestern is $2,750,000, and this only in 
the event of the company failing in its ap- 
peal from Judge Jackson’s decision and 
having to pay the tripartite juagment. Oth- 
erwise the debt will be $1,000,000 only, for 
rolling stock and betterments, and not nec- 
essarily that much, if in the final adjust- 
ment the Southwestern should be entitled to 
get back from the Central the equivalent of 
the rolling stock it turned over at the time 
of the lease. 

Third. The réSolutions were not intended 
as a “bluff,’’ nor were they intended to re- 
main d@rmant till the stockholders’ meeting 


should act upon them. The action 
of the board was in good faith, 
upon a clearly defined policy to be 
carried into effect in due course. One 


reason for putting the plan forward just 
at this time was that the stockholders will 
be asked at the February meeting to au- 
thorize the issue of bonds and approve the 
policy of consolidation they should have 
timely notice of the plan and thus be able 
to act advisedly. But the most urgent rea- 
son for promptness in acting upon and get- 
ting under way some protective plan for 
the Southwestern was that a strong and az- 
gressive syndicate forming in New York 
for some months past had taken positive 
shape. 

Its avowed purpose is to bring every piece 
of Central railroad property to the block 
on the lowest basis possible and eliminate 
every interest except the secured creditors, 
and take as profits what, under an honest 
reorganization, would go to the stockhold- 
ers of junior and unsecured debts, which is 
many millions. The Southwestern I know 
to be counted upon as one of the large con- 
tributors to these profits. The'board acting 
upon the resolution was definitely advised 
regarding the facts of this scheme.

ing to sale; and,furthe r, of being bought 
by its judgment creditors for the ‘amount 
of their judgment only. .In view of this 
nen the suggestion I have to make is 

iis: 

If it is true, as stated, that a commit- 
tee of stockholders is being formed in Sa- 
vanneh to ask proxies to bé voted at. the 
stockholders’ meeting to reverse the policy 
adopted by the board, that the committee 
will take account of the possible situation 
in which the Southwestern will probably 
find itself at the culmination of pending 
litigation and map out and put forward a 
plan of action for safeguarding the South- 
western stockholders against the dangers 
ahead, to be substituted for the plan adopt- 
ed by the present board, which they are 
said to be opposing. 

No one can hope more sincerely than I 
do that they may be prepared to meet suc- 
cessfully the responsibilities they are in- 
viting, and no one will Support their plans 
more cordially than I if they offer more 
Safety to the people who own the South- 
western stock. 

{ do not th@k any one can appreciate 
more clearly than I do the tmminent prob- 
ability of disaster following upon a wrangle 
between factions among the stockholders 
and in the board, and’I shall acquiesce in 
any n giving reasonable promise of safe- 
ty rather than risk promoting dissensions. 

I think I speak for all concerned when I 
Say the report of the president and the 
circular of the committee were put out in 
pursuance of what was considered an offi- 
cial duty, looking to an intelligent under- 
Standing of the situation on the part of 
the stockholders and as full attendance 
and representation at the annual meet- 
ing as possible. Speaking further, but for 
myself only, I will say, that beyond this 
I shall not go and the Savannah commit- 
tée soliciting proxies for an adverse vote 
will have no competition. I think I under- 
stand too well the labor that is before any 
man or committee who undertakes to save 
the Southwestern railroad and realize too 
fully the danger of failure that must in- 
evitebly attend any plan or set of men 
who do undertake it, to voluntarily court 
the responsibility for myself and friends.

‘Georgia Southern Bondholders, 


SAYS THE ROAD IS RUN ECONOMICALLY 


It Is in Good Physical Condition, and the 
Receiver Considers the Property 
W orth #5,000,000,

Macon, Ga., January 4.—(Special.)—Here 
is a letter from Receiver W. B. Sparks, of 
the Georgia Southern and Florida, ad- 
dressed to the bondholders, which will be 


read with much interest: 

“To the bondholders of the Georgia 
Southern and iivrida Railroad.—Macon, 
Ga., January 3.—In an interview published 
in The Macon Teiegraph of WVecember 31, 
18938, Mr. William Checkiey Shaw says ‘tne 
bondhoiders’ committee has met with ob- 
structions in its efforts to obtain a decree 
of torechosure ever since it was created, 
and the strongest opposition has come from 
the gentleman who how desires to pose as 
thelr fméend and protector.’ I am sure that 
he does not Know this to be a fact. That 
committee was organized October 26, 1892. 
lt spent the first eight months of its exist- 
ence in asking for my removal as recéiver, 
It was in July, 1898, that the attorneys for 
the trust company first asked for a decree 
of foreclosure. Could they have asked it 
sooner? lf it could have been sooner done, 
why did this committee not do it? Itis a 
fact that the attorney for the Macon Con- 
struction Company asked to have the case 
put off at that time on account of his being 
too sick to argue it; it was postponed for 
two weeks, then until November, and the 
attorneys for the trust company obtained 
at that time a foreclosure. Neither 1 nor 
my attorneys had anything to do with these 
postponements. This is true. Now, in the 
light of these facts, will Mr. Shaw please 
tell the bondholders how I have obstructed 
them? 

‘ J have not said that I would keep the 
bondholders out of their property for sev- 
eral years. I stated that I would keep his 
committee out of this property for a great 
many years, and I say now that I do not 
believe that he and his committee will ever 
get possession of it. Of course, they are ' 
confident that they could operate it better 
than those now in control, but judging from 
the questions that some of his committee 
have asked, and the suggestions that they 
have made, I ao not believe they know as 
much about railroads as do those who have 
given this subject their entire thought and 
attention. - 

Owns Bonds Himself. 


‘The trouble with his committee is this: 

They are laboring under the impression 
that they are the bondhoiders,.’ in that 
they are very much mistaken. I owned be- 
tore that committee was tormed more bonds 
than tive of them own, and i am today one 
ot the largest holders of Georgia Southern 
and ‘lorida raiiroad bonds. 1 make this 
statement for the reason that his commit- 
tee has beileved that my greatest interest 
was with the construcuon company, and 
that no man could do his duty as receiver 
where it came in conflict with his personal 
interest. We frequentiy beiieve thac others 
will do what we, under iike circumstances, 
would do, but there are some inen who 
‘thew to-the line, let the chips fail where 
they may.’
